A Few Words About Gambling. 


Gambling is s vice a8 old as man_ himself. 
The desire to speculate in chaucos is univer. 
SA PUL VI IRCA LOR FP RM vestments, as a 
rule, is money used in the attempt to win the 
favor of the fickle goddess. 

If it were possible to trace the histories of 
the most fortunate gamblers for the last cen- 
tury, it would be found that at least ni 
tenths of them, after living a feverish exis- 
tence, died miserably poor ; and if they, with 
all the advantages of trick and device in their 
favor, failed to make it pay, how cin those 
who patronize the gambling house hope to 
succeed f 

We are led into these remarks because there 
seems just now to be ayevival of the gambl- 
ing mania. Especially is this true as regards 
lotteries and pools of hora» races, in the form 
er of which the chances of wnoing are about 
equal to the chances of being strack ty light- 
ning, and in the latter of which anybody who 
follows it up jong enough is certain to come 
to grief, This is a truth which is as obvious 
as the fact that twe and two make four. 

So for as the lottery is concerned no argu- 
ment is necessary, for notwithstanding the 
fact that prizes are won and tho name of the 
fortunate winner published in all the papers 
in the land, a glavce at t e scheme exhibited 
by the lottery dealers themselves, is sufficient 
to show how small are the chances of winning.

‘work by Mr. Page, Chief Engineer, and 
again in 1870 it waa reported upon by the 
Canal Commissionor’s, the former report 
being favorable and the latter adverse. 


‘The weight of evidence, however, taken by 
the Commissioners, was decidedly in favor 


of the canal. Perhaps the following ex- 
tract from the evidence of Mr. G. E. 
Jaques, of Montreal, the head of the largest 
firm of steamboat owners on the lakes, and 
a gentluman of groat ability and experience, 
will exemplify the advantages of the work 
to the general trado of the Lake better than 
could otherwise be done. Mr. Jaques said : 

“This work would be of yreat value to 
yessels running between Montreal and tho 
W comatv: aqu~*iaianion?~ ft -rreqavitiy 
ere in spring and autumn that violent 
gales of wind occur on Lake Ontario, and on 
some occasions such gales do not extend 

wally over ita surface, When the violence 
of the wind obliges vessels to remain wind- 
bound at Kingston, the Lake at its head, 
near Toronto, is comparatively calm, If the 
Murray Canal were opened, then vessels 
could proceed through tha Bay of Quinte 
without staying as they nowdo at Kingston 
until tho storm abates. Tho same may be 
said of craft coming down the Lake.” 

To supplement this answer of Mr, 
Jaques’ it may be stated that there is no 
harbor between Presqu'Isle and Kingaton, 
avd that in consequence the great ma- 
jority of marine disasters on Lake Ontario 
occur on the long stretch of ‘inhospitable 
coast between those points, from which in 
a strong south-wester—the generally’ pre- 
vailing wind—it is impossible fora sailing 
vessel to claw off. As Mr. Koeler truly 
said in answer to the enquiries of the Com. 
missioners, enough money has been lost 
in theshape of wrecked vessela on the 
Prince Edward coast to build fifty such 
canals. The fact is that vessels bound up 
or down the lako, by taking this canal 
wonld escape the most dangerous portion 
‘of the lake, where for a stretch of well on 
for a handred miles there is not a solitary 
harbor, and in the whole of which distance 
there is only one spot wherea lee can be 
secured, in place of which they would have 
80 miles of land-locked navigation. 
Further, tho luke steamers would be given 
sovoral additional ports of call, and vessels 
bound westward from or eastward to Belle- 
ville and other bay ports would have their 
journey shortened by from 50 to 150 miles. 

The further reasons adduced by tho 

\spenkers ovght to be all sufficing in se- 
curing the favorable attention of the Gov- 
ernment, namely, that as the Pacitic Rail- 
way will largely increase the trade of the 
Lake, further means ought to be provided 
for tho safety of vessels by the extension 
of river navigation ; that to the great 
trade in the export of iron ore which is 
now commencing from Belleville, it is a 
necessity ; and that as a military and as 
S sanitary measure it is of the utmost im- 
portance, 

Tho very small probable cost of the work 
which Mr. Keclor ostimates at $100,000, is 
also very much in its favor; tho advantages 
which it will confer not only upon this part 
of tho Province but upon tho trado of the | 
country generally will bo far in oxcoas of 
the trifling sum which it will cost, and 
which monoy, as derived from the aalo of 
tho land grant, hasin reality long stood to 
tho credit of tho work. 

For many years Kingston influence has 
etood in the way of this enterprise and 
blocked it ; but now that that influence hag 

materially weakened, wo have strony hopes

You will perceive by the above quotations 
that the Coroner not only ignored me bat the 
jurors also, The point for the invgest to de- 
termine was not whether the pistol shot killed 
the deceased, for that was quite evident, but 
whether the prisoner was warranted in shoot- 
ing. You will therefore concur with mo that 
one medical witness was sufficient to serve 
the ends of justice, The course, therefore, 
pursued by the Coroner was unprofessional 
and illegal, saying nothing about the addi- 
tional expeose of two medical witnesses put 
upon the County. I may conclude by adding 
that I am supported in my opivion by some 
of the best legal ability inside and outside of 
the city.

CAREER OF THE MURDERER. 


| Meartrending Farewell with his 
Wife and Mother, 


ail Hutelligeucer, 


The Scene at the Hanging, 


ConnwaLt, Oct, 31 ~The last act in con+ 
nection with the Weat Winchester murder 
was performed this morning, and the chief 


actor in that awfnl tragedy is no more. At 
cight o'clock this morning he was conveyed 
from his cell to the scaffold, and in » few 


minutes thereafter his body was lifeless and 
his soul was in tho presence of the Almighty. 
Tho mode in whieh he was deprived of his 
life is,in the eyes of human law,an atonement 
for the crimes which he committed, whether 
it will be regarded by Him who rales over us 
all as a sufficient expiation, must remain a 
mystery Let us hope that it will be so ac- 
cepted. 
LIVE OF THK MURDERER, 


Tho following in a sketch of the life of Ulark 
Brown, who was oxecuted this morning :— 
He was the cldest son and child of Robert 
Brown. He was born in June, 1858, near 
tho village of West Winchester, where his 
father owned a farm of 100 acres, which was, 
at the time of the murder, regarded as one of 
the finest farms in the County of Dundas. 
The father was yery much attached to his 
children, and, as he was possessed of some 
means, he indulged them far more than his 
neighbors did their children, He was par- 
ticularly fond of Clark, and allowed him con- 
siderable latitude. At an early age he sent 
him to the school at West Winchester, and 
the lad displayed more than ordinary ability. 
Like other sons of farmers,ho helped with the 
farm work after school hours, aad at he grow 
up, he developed such a taste for farming that 
his father allowed him, at the age of nino- 
teen, to look after and manage the place. 
From that time he used to have his own 
horses and carriage, and they wee the 
finest in the neighborhood, “He dres- 
sed most stylishly, and was, in fact, the 
swell boy of the placo, He went where 
he liked and did just as he pleased, 
and yet he was not a dissipated young 
fellow. He drank moderately, but not free- 
ly; and antal ge in other caprices as foolish 
young men of means and position do. He 
was regarded as his father’s heir, and conse- 
quently a highly eligible young man. At 
home he lived on the best possible terms with 
his parents, and nothing ever occurred pre- 
vious to the murder which could excite the 
temotest suspicion that he would sooner or 
later commit some serious crime. He seemed 
to be Sond of his father and to pay him every 
respect. It has, therefore, been a theme of 
wonderment to the relatives and friends what 
motive he could have had in view when he 
committed the awful tragedy. He had no 
reason to suppose that his father would dis-

The trial 
excited the greatest interest, the Court room 
being crowded. The defence set up was 
that of insanity, but owing to the very bitter 
prejudice against the prisoner, and the im- 
sibility of thoroughly establishing his 
insanity, the jury found him guilty, He was 
sentenced to be hanged on the 31st October. 

THE SCAFFOLD. 
The preparations for the execution were be- 
gun last Saturday, when Mr Jas, Johnston 
proceeded to eréct the scaffold, at the south 
east corner of the north gaol yard. It was a 
frame structure about 10 fect square and-20 
fect in height, made of heavy timbers. About 
16 fect from the ground, so as to admit of a 
drop of 8 feet, there was a platform made of 
2.inch plank. In the contre of this platform 
was the trap-door,about 2 foot by 3 feetsquare. 
The trap-door was nothing more than a por+ 
tion of the platform of thy above dimensions 
sawed all around, so as to drop freely when 
the bolt was drawn. Leading from the ground 
to the south side of the platform were neat 
pino stairs, with railings on both sides, up 
which the criminal, the Sheriffand the minis« 
tors of tho Gospel ascended, The rope was 
‘ono inch and a quarter in diameter and about 
14 feot in length, and/was mado of fino and 
closely twisted hemp. It has boon used at 
sevoral previous executions, and isa ghastly 
sort of a Government heirloom. Tho scaffold 
was onclosed on the north and cast side, 20 as 
to cut off tho curiosity of the outside public,

YAREWELL TO HIS MOTHER AND WIFE. © 

The murderor was very fond of his mother, 
and it worried him very much that she should 
be suspected of complicity in the murder, 
Time and again he declared that his mother 
was perfectly innocent and had no knowledge 
whatever that,ho was going to commit the 
crimes, She came to town last Friday o- 
companied by her other son, and that day 
bade him farewell. Tho last interview bo- 
tween the mother and brother was sad be- 
yond description, but after it was over the 
murderer rallied and recovered his usual 
calmness which ho preserved until last Tucs- 
day, when his wife, who is only 19,came in to 
seo him once more,as he had twice written for 
her, She was accompanied by her father, a 
fine, respectable old gentleman, who seemed 
to feel most keenly for his daughter. The 

prisoner's love for his wife was unbouuded. 

© actually worshipped her, and she recipro- 

cated to the full his affection, She was al- 
lowed to seo him for a few minutes in the 
morning and again in the afternoon for the 
last time. The parting was agonizing in the 
extreme, and as they clutohed at each other 
through the stout iron barsin fruitless at- 
tempts to embrace one another, the most 
pitaooy, and despairing wails went forth from 

both. The scene was heartrending. The 
poor trembling wife sank to the floor. The 
husband staggered to one side and fell on his 
knees. The keepers were too overcome to do 
anything at first. Ina moment the wife re- 
covered herself, kissed her husband through 
the iron bars, and attempted to speak, but 
could not, She was about to faint, when one 
of the keepers helped her out from the pres- 
ence of her husband. After that the murder. 
er became nervous and miserable, and scemod 
to realize more than ever the awfalness of his 
last moments, 

The Sheriff was.besieged for passes, which 
he had, however, limited, outside of the press 
and gaol officials, to thirty-five, so that the 
pnploaity of many hundreds was disappointed. 
Scores flocked into town from all parts in the 
hope of seeing the execution, and when the 
found they could not be admitted, they crowd- 
ed upon the buildings outside the gaol walls, 
and looked in with intense interest.

THE EXECUTION. 


The morning broke cold and bright, The 
prisoner, who retired at 11 o’clook, slept well 
all night, and woke at 4 o'clock.

After 
‘a few words with the Sheriff, gaoler, turnkey 
and keepers’ whom he thanked for their kind 
attention to him, he bade them farewell. 
‘At five minutes before 8 o'clock the proces- 
sion was formed, the Sheriff leading, followed 
by Dr. Mattice, gaol physician; Rev. Dr.

So that, despite the N. P., the alleged

*‘monopoly "in Montreal, and an advance 
in Britain, there was no increase of price 
in Montreal at that date; that this advance 
extended to the United States and conse- 
quently to Canada is well known, hence 
the same journal says in its report of the 
23rd inst. :

Even 
wore this not the case, the people of On- 
tario would be quite willing to pay this 
small tax, in order to develope the resour- 
ces of Nova Scotia, which in turn pays us 
by oxchanging their coal for our flour and

A GREAT SNOW STORM. 


EFFECTS OF THE UNSEASONANLE VISITATION, 


Novomber opened in surly mood, as was 
stated in Saturday's issue, after ono of the | 
finest Octobors on record ; but there were | 
fow, if any persons, who anticipated that 
by the morning of tho 3rd they would seo 
eighteen inches of snow on tho ground, | 
Sunday morning broke dull and dreary | 
looking, tho aun being obscured by heavy 
grey clouds, which seemed charged with 
cither rain or snow, and at about 9 o'clock 
snow bogan to fall, At first the flakes fell 
thinly, but the descent quickly became 
more rapid, and by noon the faco of nature 
was covered with » light coating of ‘the 
beautiful,” which continued to fall stoadily, | 
until by 6 p, m. there was from 3 to 4 inches 
of snow on the ground, About this hour 
the feathery flight coased for a time, but 
later in the evening it recommenced, and 
continued steadily during the night, so that 
by 8 o'clock a. m., careful monasuremont 
showed that on the level thore was nearly 
18 inches of snow, whilst whore drifting 
had taken place the depth was from 2 to 3 
foot. The‘first flight of snow having been 
damp, had adhered to fences and trees, and 
tho result was that these latter, many of 
which have not yet been denuded of all 
their leaves, were cumbered with a burden 
so heavy that, in the caso of trees whose 
wood is brittle, such as plums and gages, 
cherries, lilacs, &c., many limba were bro- 
ken off and great damage done, which will 
be more strikinglysmanifested when the 
timo for gathering the next crop arrives. 

‘Traflic on wheels on the roads and streets 
has been entirely suspended. A few cut- 
ters wore out last night, when the first 
jingling of the merry bells was heard for 
the season, but this morning the music of 
the bells was neither strange nor particu- 
larly welcome, the time being unseason- 
-able for their resonance,

The full extent of the rise in prices in the 
English market is thus stated by the Jow- 
nal of Commerce in an editorial article in 
its issue of October Slat :—'' Since Sep- 
tember 2nd, flour has risen in the Liverpool 
market, which we cite as being the most 
stable and reliablo for staple commodities, 
about 52 per cent ; wheat, 25 per cent; corn, 
25 per cent.; pease, 15 percent.; lard, 25 
Per cent.; bacon, 36 percent.; and cheese 
115 per cent. Tron has also advanced over 
50 per cent.; tin, about 35 per cent.: hides, 
50 per cent. ; feas, about 35 per cent.; and so 
‘We might go on extending the list almost 
indefinitely. It thus Appears that there 
has been a rise this season in not a few of 
the chief articles of world wide consumption 
of anywhere from 25 to 50 per cent., with 
exceptions beyond these figures.” 

A more hypocritical outcry than this 
with referenoo to “dear bread,” can hardly 
be imagined. It is but a few days ago that

A Giant Killed by a Boa. 


Karolyi, a Magyar of oxtraordinary stat- 
ure and great physical strongth, was known 
all over Europe for his foats with boa con- 
atrictors, They were of a purely sensational 
charactor, and fascinating enough in their 
way to haye secured him some follower 
like the Englishmen who attonded the lion 
tamor everywhere he went until the cat- 
astrophe that he firmly anticipated did 
ocour, Tho othor day at Madrid Karolyi 
was performing one of his most sonsational 
fonts, which consisted in allowing a huge 
boa constrictor, over twenty teet in longth, 
to onfold his body in its tremendous coils, 
whon suddenly a piercing cry escaped him, 
which was greeted by the public with o 
round of applause, under tho supposition 
that his utteranco constituted a part of the 
performance, It proved, however to be 
the outcome of a strong man’s death agony, 
The gigantio snake had tightened ita coils 
and orushed poor Karolyi’s life out of him 
with one terrific squeeze. As his head fell 
back, and his eyes became fixed in a glassy 
staro, the plaudits died away, and were 
sacceeded is tho stillness of utter conster- 
nation. The snake and its lifeless victim 
swayed for a second or two of unexpress- 
ible horror, and then toppled over on the 
boards of the stage; but the boa did not in 
tho least relax his grip Upon the corpse, 
which remained for more than an hour 
imprisoned in its hideous thraldom, no- 
body daring to approach the lithe monster, 
of whoso powers such appalling exhibit had 
been given. At length it ocourred to one 
of Karolyi’s attendants to place a bowl of 
milk in a cage within sight of the mighty 
serpent, which slowly unwound itself from 
the dead body and glided into Tts den, 
irresistibly tempted thereto by its favorite 
dainty. A post mortem examination of the 
unfortunate athlote’s remains discovered 
no fewer than eighty-seven fractures of his 
bones, effected by the constriction of the 
serpents coils, His death must have been 
almost instantaneous, as the spine was 
disartioulated in several places. 


Plaster for the Compost Heap. 


Manure should not be applied to land 
untilit has rotted during one summer at 
least, and what has accumulated during the 
winter should be piled in the heap, so as to 
be turned over from time to time. The 
only remaining care to be exercised is to 
haye a barrel or two of plaster on hand at 
sll times to prevent the loss of ammonia in 
tho vapor arising during the heating. To 
prevent this some twenty-five pounds of 
plaster to every ton of manure are thinly

spread over the heap as it is piled up or 
forked over, and if, during the heating,the 
smell shows that any great amount of am- 
monia, is escaping, then a slight applica- 
tion of plaster will serve to keep this valu- 
able ingredient within the pile. Any liquid 
draining from the pile should be reat d 
by earth or muck and returned upon it. 
Composting should be done under cover in 
summer especially, The location otherwise 
is of less moment, If the composting can 
be done upon the land where garden or 
other crops are to be raised,it is better than 
ifdone inthe barnyard, unless a water- 
tight floor is provided, as yery much is 
washod into the ground,eyen with the best 
possible care. It is not necessary that any 
amount of leaching should take place; in 
fact, no liquids should escape or be added 
to the heap, except as absorbed) by some 
bedding or deodorizer, or such as will read- 
ae) absorbed by the refuse already in the 
pile, The shape of the heap is of little ac- 
count. It is more convenient to handle in 
4 pile much longer than wide, but there is 
muchrsaved by having the sides inclosed by 
& tight board fence. The practice of sup- 
plying a couple of hogs with all the refuse 
and the additional in, ients,as obtained, 
and scattering afew kernels ofcorn upon 
it is a good one; but whatever the first pro- 
cess of piling up the material,it must needs 
be forked over frequently during the year 
¥ is waiting for use, to allow of decom posi- 
lon. 


The Pig. 


Black or flesh colored pigs are freest from 
skin diseases in hot climates. The choice 
is practically between the Essex and Berk- 
shires for males with whichto improve 
the native stock of hardy grubbers of the 
root-or-die variety, . Those:who have tried 
the former have been delighted at first, but 
after a fow years began to recall with long- 
ing’ the lean” hams and slim but solid and 
flavorous bacon of the old racehorse breed. 
The trouble with the Essex pigs for the 
South is that they are not active enough. 
They are the eat-and-sleep to sleep-and 
wake-to-eat kind, and their grade are, of 
course, like them. ‘The ‘side fat is superb 
and so is tho leaf lard, and so far the breed 
is all that could be desired ; but the hams 
and shoulders are too fat for profit,and the 
ham is not marbled with fat like the Berk- 
shires. These (the Berks) are much more 
wide awake, less easily controlled, but good 
foragers. Their grades are a wonderful im- 
provement upon the original stock, may be 
made very fat, and yet the proportion bo- 
tween the fat and lean hams, shoulders and 
side pork or bacon is such as to deyelop and 
preserve the oxcellencies of the meat. The 
hams are large and rich and juicy, with 
diffused fat. Berkshires are not quite so 
easily fattened when penned and aystemat- 
ically fed as the Essex grade, but they will 
take much better care of themselves in the 
woods, and when penned or fastened for 
fattening may be finished off with half the 
feed the original “‘land-pikes” would re- 
quire. With many Northern and Western 
breeders the Essex is a more profitable pig 
than the Berkshiro, because its naturo leads 
him to take a little oxerciay, so that all he 
eats goes to flesh and fat. Respiration, 
which, if rapid, reduces fat greatly, is with 
him never accelerated by moving about,and 
with plenty of feed, the sole burden of life 
is to digest it, This breed is pre-eminent 
among the black breeds and excelled b 
none as fat producers.—American Agri- 
eulturist,

Trial of the Petition against the 
Return of Aloxander Ro- 
bertson, Hisq. 

Turapay, Nov. 4. 

The event that has been looked forward to 
with a gront «loal of interest, namely, the trial 
of the potit zainat the return of Alexander 
Robertson, Exq., Mayor of Bellevillo,as moi- 
ber in the Ontario Legislature for tho West 
Riding of Hastings, was commenced at 10 a 
m, to-day, beforo Chiof Justice Mons and Mr, 
Justice Galt, ‘ho Court House being ocoupi- 
od by the Assize Courr, the trial was held in 
the Council Chambers, The attendance of 
the public at the opening of the court was but 


small. 

Mr. Chos, Holden, the potitioner, had as 
his counsel Mr, W. H. Korr,Q. ©.,of Cobourg, 
and Mr, Hootor Cameron, Q. ©., of Toronto, 
appeared on behalf of Mr. Robertson, the re- 
spondent, Mr. J. W. Heotor, of Toronto, act- 
od as Registrar, and Mr, Horton, short. 
hand reporter, reported the evidence officially. 


Tho potition, which alleges bribery and cor. 
ruption, personally aud by agents; intimida- 
tion and other illegal acts, is brought in tho 
name of Mr, Thomas Holden, the unsuccessful 


candidate. 

Mr. Kerr, in opening for the petitioner, 
stated tho uaturo of tho allegations in the pe 
tition,and said hie purposed to prove the hold- 
ing of the clection, the writ for which was isnu- 
ed on the 10th of May,tho election held on the 
Sth of Juno and the return made on the 11th 
of June last. 


Mr. Camoron asked his learned friend did 
he propose to offer evidence in support of the 
personal charges? 

Mr. Kerr said he did not at present, 

Mr. Camoron said in such caso ho would 
ask tho Court to curtail the proceedings, his 
view of the law beiag that, as but 50 or there- 
abouts of corrupt acts were alleged, if all or 
vven 100 were proved, they could not offoot 
the result, tho majority being 337, and tho 
election could not be voided. 

Mr, Kerr contended that it was not noces- 
sary to show that so many persons were brib- 
ed or otherwise coruptly inflaouced as to re- 
vorse the majority. Inthe Lincoln case ho 
understood this was tho view taken by the 
court, although the majority thore was of 
course much smaller, He asked that the wit- 
nesses be excluded from Court during the ex+ 
amination of other witnesses, which request 
was granted. 


W™. R. Barner was tho first witness 
aworn, He testified as follows: Live in 
Belleville and am a merchant ; took an active 
part in support of Mr. Robertson at tho last 
election ; was not chairman of the conven- 
tion at which he was brought out ; presided 
at a meeting for organization on Mr. Robert- 
son’s part ; there was some organization at 
that time ; Ward Committees were formed ; 
one for each Ward ; know that there were 
more than two persons on each Committee ; 
do not remember the formation of a Central 
Committee ; there was some sort of central 
organization } Wasappointed on Ketcheson 
Ward Committee as a full private ; may 
have been appointed Secretary, but never 
acted ; do not remember meetings of the 
Committee being called with my namo as 
Secrotary ; there were about six or eight on 
the Committee, amongat others were’ Richard 
Costello, Hugh Walker, but cannot think of 
any other names at present ; the Committoo 
met, I think at Robertson & Thomas’ office 
in the evening ; do not remember sesing Mr. 
Robertson present at any meeting ; no_per- 
son seemed to act as Chairman, and no 
minutes were kept; at the meetings the 
prospects of the campaign were talked ovor 
and arrangements mado for canvassing ; 
votera’ lists were gone over and reporta made 
as to how it was thought voters were going 
to vote ; canvmasedlailiteley but not in any 
particular Ward ; did not: canvass yery ac- 
tively ; at times discussed the prospects 
with Mr, Robertson, but not as to seeing any 

articular persons ; at meetings at Mr, 
Robertson's office and Hall there were mem- 
bors of other Committeos present ; there 
might have been thirty, forty or fifty pre- 
sent at some of the meetings, which were 
held for forwarding the election ; was at 
Sarsfield & Corcoran’s hotel,in Baldwin Ward 
in tho evening ; think I was there twice and 
may bave been more times ; was alao there 
one afternoon ; there were several other per- 
sons present ; one of those times was during 
election week, either on Monday or Tuesday ; 
think I was at a large Committee 
mooting at Mr. Robertson’s on the Monvlay 

night previous to the election ; do not recol- 
lect going from there to Sarstield & Cor- 
coarn’s ; saw at the hotel Messrs, Angus Me- 
Feo, Sutherland, Costello, McMahon and 
numbers of others; did not see Mr, Robert- 
son there; did not seo him; Capt. Power 
was there ; think John W. Johnson was also 
thore ; tho formor attended Committee meet: 
ings, and think Mr. Johogon did ; was about 
an hour at Sarstield & Corcoran’s ; the sitting 
room, which is a large room up stairs, seemed 
to be quite full ; there might have been fifty 
people there—voters, I presume; they were 
discussing tho clection ‘and making arrange- 
ments for it ; think Messra, Mcl’ce, Suther- 
land, McMahon and Foster made speechos ; 
do not know whether Mr. Foster attended 
Committes meetings ; was asked to go to the 
hotel by a friend for tho purpose of baving a 
drink ; all who were present were treated ;

fect on the election; think it was spoken 
of by me. to Mr. Robertson after rendering 
the bill of particulars ; think I spoke to Mr, 
MoFee about it since the election was pro 
tested; asked him if he considered it illegal; 
he said he thought it was not; there wore not 
80 Many persons proseut at Sarstiold * Cor- 
corans on the other evenings on which I way 
there as on the night referred to; the cam- 
paign was talked over; it was generally un- 
derstood that there were poople thoro every 
evening; understood that Sarafield & Corcors 
an were supporters of Mr. Robertson; did not 
seo any canvassivg going on, but the conver.

havo an indistinct recollection of Capt. Powers 
making a speech ; think Mr. Robertson came 
about half past ten ; did not notice more than 
tho ordinary namber in the hallway ; thero 
wero loose fish in the bar when we came out ; 
1 asKed 8, 10 or 12 to attend the meeting ; 
Johnson was with mo asking persons to at- 
tend; know Samson Young who lives in 
Sidney ; knew he was supporting Robertson ; 
he was the seconder of Robertson's nomin- 

tion ; Young told me he would lika to 
have a meeting in his neighborhood 
to encourage the boys. I attended the 
ineoting in question with Mr, Johnson ; no 
others from the city wore there ; the meet- 
ing was hold first in Mr, Young’s House and 
then adjourned to the Carriage House ; there 
were not ovor fifteen present ; do not know 
why we jadjourned to the Carriage House ; 
think I spoke afew words at the meoting ; 
the voters’ list in the section was gone over 
at the meeting ; think Vandervoort took 
part in the meeting ; he had something to 
drink there ; Mr, Young provided it ; think 
we had two or three drinks ; would fix the 
limit at four or five drinks ; never furnished 
an account of the imeeting to the press ; 
could not haye given the information for 
publication as I find my name not mentioned 
inthe report; there was no show of hands 
taken at the meeting ; did vot take a drink 
and then a show of hands; kept both the 
drink and hands down. 

To Mr. Cameron—They were all friends of 
Mr. Robertson at the meeting ; they were a 
few on tho'loose at Sarsfields the last night of 
tho election meetings; we thought we would 
havo a little jollitication ; do not remomber 
any healths being proposed; the drinking was 
not to influence any voters; it was a mere 
matter of friendliness among friends and ac- 
quaintances; there was no treat called when 
Mr. Robertson was present, which was only 
5 or 10 minutes; the treating was an ordinary 
ovcurrence at such gatherings.

Tricks of Horses, 


A horse can be broken to stand for one 
to get into the carriago in this way: First 
and always be gentle. Only nervous, ox- 
citable horses have such tricks, and whipp- 
ing makes them crazy. 

Harness the horse, but at first leave tho 
carriage inthe barn. Tie a cord around 
one fore font, pasa the other ond over the 
girth. Take up the foot first with your 
hand, but once up, hold it there with the 
cord; then drop the foot andlead him a few 
steps, and at the word ‘‘whoa,” stop him: 
at the eamo time draw up the foot with the 
cord. In a short time you can walk behind 
him, driving by the reins,and bring him to 
@ stand by the word and the cord, 

Now hitch him to a strong wagon, and 

hold up the foot by the eae albania if 

you have a map with you at first, let him 
hold up the foot while you get into the 
wagon and draw up on tho cord. When 
you are ready to start, slacken the cord 
and drive on, holding it all the time in 
your hand, He will soon loarn that you 
are his superior. 

A horse disposed to rear or kick can (ifa 
young horse) bo-brokon by tying the cord 
toahind foot and passing it over tho 
girth, tying the other ond around the un- 
der jaw (it should never be drawn tight 
around tho fect or jaw), giving just length 
onough for the horse to take a reasonable 
step. Ihave broken the worst kicker I

SPEECHES ON THE OCUASION. 


(From the Winnipeg Free Press, Oct. 25.) 


| 


A Conservative demonstration in honor 
of Hon. J. ©. Aikins and Hon. Mackenzie 
Bowell, was hold in the City Hall, Monday 
evg, when about 150 were present and sat 
down to dinner, 


The chair was taken by Hon. John Nor- 
quay, at whose right wero seated Hon, 
Mosars, Aikins, Schultz, Senator Suther- 
land, J. M, Macdonnell, Mr. Thos, Con- 
nolly, of the London Z'imes, Mr. R. Gerrie 
and Ald. D. Young. ‘othe left of the 
chair wero Hon. Measrs, Bowell, Atty.- 
Gen. Walker, U. 8. Consul Taylor, Mr. G. 
3. Spencer, Ald. Eden, Hon, Mr, Biggs, 
Hon. Mr, Sifton, Mr. Roberts, Mr. J, A. 
M., Aikins and others, 

The dinner, which might tempt an epi- 
eure; haying been satisfactorily disposed 
° 

‘The Chairman rose and proposed as the 
first toast—Her Most Gracious Majesty the 
Queon. It was, he said, a tonat always 
heartily received by British subjects, but 
by none was it more onthusiastically hon- 
ored than by the people of the Dominion 
of Canada, 

“ God save the Queen” sung by all pre- 
sont, 

The Chairman gavo his next toast, —The 
President of the United States, coupled 
with the name of U. §, Consul Taylor, who 
ably replied, 


The chairman next gave the health of 
the Governor-General and Princess 
Louise, Under all circusnstances—what- 
eyer party Were in power, whether Con- 
sorvatives or Reformers—the toast of the 
ruler of the Dominion would receive a 
hearty response. (Applause.) 

Song by Mr. Murray. 


The chairman had special pleasure in 
proposing us the next toast, the health of 
the Premier of the Dominion of Canada, 
Sir John A. Macdonald. (Lond cheers. ) 
With this toast he desired to associate 
tho name of Hon. Dr. Schultz, as the two 
members of the Dominion Goyernment 
present would be called on to reply to 
the toast which followed, 


_ Threo rousing cheers and a tiger came 
in here, with the chorus ‘‘For he’s a jolly 
good follow.” 


Dr.Scuuurz (who speaks withverea 4iflis 
eulO Sa URRsteutto Ravohae No one, he 
said, could more fully appreciate the honor 
of responding to the toast of the great 
statesman whose health had been so en- 
thusiastically drunk. No expression of 
his (Schultz's) was adequate to give an ac- 
curate ides of the general admiration and 
affection still entertained for the Premier 
throughout the land. (Cheers.) It was 
however, morerin his capacity of the leader 
of a great party that he (Schultz) desired 
to speak of Sir John. - Of course his hay- 
ing more immediatecharge of the depart- 
ment specially concerning this Province, 
and his having been ono of the Provincial 
representatives for a skort timo—(choers) 
—these had particularly endeared him. to 
Manitoba. (Cheers.) But it was after 
all, as the great leader of a great party 
that he had special interest for the people. 
He (Schultz) might be wrong, but he ven- 
tured to say that had the Government of 
Sir John Macdonald held power during the 
five years when they had it not, —the popu- 
lation of Winnipeg would have been as 
large as that of the city of Toronto to-day, 
and the population of the Province would 
haye been tenfold what it was at present. 
(Cheera.) There would have been a line 
of prosperous settlements extending from 
the Lake of the Woods to the Rocky 
Mountains. (Applause.) In that five 
years advantages had been lost which 
could never be made up. In his belief the 
advantages then offered us would never, 
perhaps, be offered again. Then they 
«ould haye secured foreign capital for 
building their great transcontinental rail- 
road. Losing those golden opportunities, 
had thrown the country back a quarter of 
acentury, (Hear, hear.) Power had 
beon wrested from Sir John when the 
flood of which he could have made good 
use for the advancement of the country, 
was at its height, and Manitoba and 
tho North-West had to be content with the 
ebb of that tide. (Hear, hear.) Now that 
he had resumed power, therefore, much 
might be expected. (Oheers.) The ship 
of State would undoubtedly be put in bet- 
ter condition, Her rigging proved to be 
badly damaged —her compass utterly wrong. 
But now that the captain was aboard once 
again thecrew would notbe found so unsea~ 
manlike as not to bo able even to splico 
the main brace. (Laughter and cheers.) So 
Conservative were they, too, that they 
would never bo found half seas over. 
(Cheers.) Having alluded to the groat 
twineral and agricultural wealth of the 
country, Dr. Schultz, addressing tho two 
ministers spocially, asked them when they 
returned to Sir John and their colleagues 
at Ottawa, to urge upon them to make no 
permanent arrangement for keeping the 
heat of Government much longer at Ottawa 
(laughter and cheers). Tho time had come 
when it ought to be somewhore in tho 
noighborhood of Winnipog. This would 
bo the real contre of the ominion (choers). 
Sir John could be told by his two colleagues 
who came hero that in leaving Manitoba 
they left behind them a very fino body of 
Conservatives (Iaughtor and cheers). Let 
him be assured, continued the Doctor, that 
we aro really a Conservative people—that 
all we ask is incroased moans of ingress and 
egrons by rail, And here tho Doctor was 
glad to notice tho telogram, publishod two 
days ago, atating that a largo additional 
extent of tho line west had boen put undor

events We cannot failto communicate to the 
Premior and the other members of the Cabinet 
our impressions of the fertility of the soil of 
your Prairio Province. When we tell them 
what we have ncen—what the country is 
eapablo of producing—they must, I think, 
come to some such conclusion as some of my 
frionds caine to on my return from hore afew 
years ago, When I gave them my impression 
ofthis land of promise, some shook their 
heads very gravely, apd wore fully convince 
ed that my enthusiasm had run away with 
my judgment, (Cheers and laughter.) But

night—men hailing from one of tho finest 
Provinces of the Dominion (Ontario)—if some 
such experience has not been the 
had not felt, on coining here, and » 
thomsclves that th if had not been told 
(Cheers.) Tb what I may term 
one of the Baby Provinces of the Confederacy 
(laughter and cheers) and yet I may venture 
to nay that no other province of the Domin- 
ion can boast as much fertile soil to the acre. 
(Cheors.) No province of the Confederacy 
today attracts more attention than 
Manitoba. Not alone in the Mother 
Country and British Isles, but through- 
out th» older provinces of the Domin- 


ion, pablio attention is riyetted on 
Manitoba. (Cheers.) Take Ontario— 
the Banner Province of the Dominion 
—and that Province does not to-day attract 
the same attontion in the Mother Country as 
this #mall Province does. (Hear, and cheers) 
And here permit me to say that no one in- 
terest in connection with the goyernment of 
this J)ominiou attracts so much attention at 
Ottawa as do the interests of Manitoba, 
({Cheers.) Tor myself I can say that I have 
not been a mlent observer of your progress 
here, From my intimate connection with 
the first surveys of the Province—from 
careful reading of the surveyors’ notes 
—from a personal acquaintance with 
your country—I Kad come toa conclusion as 
to its future which led me to believe that no 
portion of the North American continent was 
calou'ated to be the home of so many mil- 
lions of people as was this part of the Do- 
minion (cheers). I see your progress and 1 
am contirmed in my views, My ‘experience 
of what is going.on in the neighboring Re- 
public is this: Development, as a rule, has 
never preceded the construction-train. Oc- 
casionally, emigrants have pushed on in ad- 
vance of the works—the pioneers of what may 
be considered the wilderness—but as a rule 
you require tho railroad to develop the coun- 
try (hear, bear.) What Dr, Schultz has said 
in referenco to the delays in the construction 
of the Pacific Railway, planned by the pre- 
vious Administration of Sir John Macdonald, 
is, unquestionably, true in every particular, 
(Cheers.) If there had beon more patriotism 
and legs partisanship displayed by the Goy- 
ernment deposed at the elections of '78, Winni- 


pee, to-day, instead of having 10,000 or 12,- 
of a population, would have advanced as 
Dr, Schultz has stated, while the Province 
would have increasedits population tenfold. 
(Cheers.) Ido not believe that these num- 
bers would have hean drawn fram Onta 
but from beyond the sea. So soon as the 


sources of the country became known, we 


would have had numbers from Europe and 


tho British Isles. This would have been the 
case, undoubtedly, had a more patriotic 
course been pureued during the tive years 
refer to, (Cheors) Five yoars may not seem 
to bo long in the history of a nation ; yet five 
years in the history of a country such as ours 
is a very long time, (Hear, hear). When tho 

resent Government returned to office, Sir 

ohn Macdonald, being pledged to the con- 
struction of a transcontinental railway, call- 
ed the attention of his colleagues at once to 
the desirability of commencing this great 
project in earnest—not as it had been carried 
on, pottering along with ‘‘ water stretches” 
(low laughter) ;—not by expending the re- 
sources of the country on Fort Frances’ locks 
(hear, hear)—-not by building a portion of the 
railway from Thunder Bay and leaving it to 
terminate in tho wilderness (laughter and 
cheers) ;—not by building aline and leaving 
gaps here and there—not by skipping over 185 
miles of the road, leaving it to be constructed 
whenever they pleased (laughter and cheers). 
That was not the plan, Sir John Macdonald de- 
termined when he resumed power that tho 
roa] should be built at onco—and it Would be 
so built, (Loud cheers). While coming to 
tho Province I had the eset of passing 
over a portion of that railway. It was a con- 
tract only lot last spring, but already I found 
several miles ironed, and by the close of this 
fall the contractors expect to havé twenty- 
five or thirty miles ready for the cars. (Cheers) 
Next spring, if all goes well, they say that 
trains will be able to pass over that portion 
of the road tothe vicinity of Kat Portage, 
(Cheers), I have no wish to disparage Amer- 
ican lines of railway in any particular; but 
must say that I prefer to sve our own efforts 
in this direction. Beyond all question, when 
that line from Thunder Bay runs into this 
Province it must be of immense benofit to 
tho country, (Cheers). Bosides that portion, 
as you aro aware, ® contract has been let _ for 
the construction of 100 miles from Winnipeg 
westward;and tho newspapers conycy the 
further p’easing information that it has been 
determined to put under construction, at an 
carly day, some 200 milos of the lino farther 
wost. (Cheers.) How much these communica- 
tious are needed, you gentlemen know better 
than I do. (Hear, hear,) But I am aware that 
in consequeace of your very wet summer this 
year, large numbers of emigrants— principally 
thoao destined for the Little Saskatchowan— 
could not have proceeded to their destinations 
if the Aasiniboine had not been navigable. 
(Hear, hear.) I have, for my own part, been 
gonvinced that by the construction of this 
great trunk railway of which I speak the in- 
terosts of this country would be better served 
than by any other logislation. (Cheers) In 
connection with the railway, anothor queation 
has exercised the poople of this country # 
great deal of lato—that is the land regulations 
Por “the railway lock-up,” as it is called. 
(Hear, hoar;) Permit me to say that in this,as 
in othor matters, the Government have only 
ono object in viow, and thatis, tho interests 
of the Dominion. (Cheora,) They will not sac. 
rifico the interests of the great North Went, of 
which it forms a part, to any paltry or solfish 
idea, (Loud cheers.) ‘Che Government may 
inake mistakes, of courto—thoy may logislate 
under erroncous impressions, (hear, hear) — 
and all governments may do eo—but I will 
sav this for the Promier ot the Dominion that 
if he has taken a Jine of action which ho finda 
not tobe in the intorests of the country if 
persinted in—no man ia more prepared to ro 
Peace bia ateps in order to take the course 
moat beneficial to tho Dominion, (Loud cheers.)

wore incorrect. One of those atatemontas, 
ropresented as untruthful, was that tho 
people of the United Statos wore moving 
to this country in large numbers. This 
statomont, at the firat blush, looked a little 
oxaggorated ; but since cate here I havo 
Joarnod from lettors and from facts brought 
wndor my own observation, particolarly in 
the Customa Dopartmant, that tho re ne 
sontations made in this zee by tho Bar!

Some threo or four yoars ago the Ontario 
Government appointed anumber of Queen’s 
Counsel, and gavo procedence to their ap- 
pointees over those of tho Dominion Goy- 
ernment, Exception was taken to thesv 
appointmenta hy several loading members 
of the Conservative party in the Logis- 
lature, as being beyond the jurisdiction of 
Provincial Logislatures. This view was of 
course overruled by Mr. Mowat dnd his 
followers, who had a little political capital 
to make in the matter; but a caso which 
involved the validity of such appointments 
by Provincial Governments—soveral of 
which had followed in the wake of that of 
Ontario—being carried to the Supreme 
Court, decision has been given declaring 
that the power to appoint Queen's Counsel 
rests only with the Dominion aathorities. 
This is a severe blow to the too great pre- 
tensions of Mr, Mowat and his colleagues, 
and we trust the lesson will not be thrown 
away. Soeveral-of the Queen's Counsel 
appointed by the Provincial Governments 
have already abandoned their silk gowns, 
in consequence of the above noted de- 
cision, but it is stated that the Dominion 
Government will reappoint a number of 
them.

HAMBLY’S BAKE-SHOP DESTROYED 


Shortly after 7 o'clock on Thursday 
morning Mr. P. H. Hambly’s extensive 
bake shop was discovered to be on fire, and 
although the firemen turned out promptly 
and worked with energy, the interior of 
tne atructure, which is of brick, was com- 
pletely gutted, the whole of the valuable 
machinery being damaged beyond repair, it 
is feared, while a considerable amount of 
stock was destroyed. The bakery was one 
of the most extensive in this part of the 
country, the business in bread making be- 
ing very great, whilst in the manufacture 
of confectionery a large trade was also done. 
Mr, Hambly’s loss is estimated at about 
$1,200, upon which unfortunately he had 
noinsurance. The building, which is own- 
ed by Mr, James Wilson, of Mill Point, 
was insured for $1,500, which it is thought 
will make good the damage. 

In conversation with Mr. Hambly, he 
expressed himself as feeling deeply his pro- 
bable inability to supply bread to his five 
hundred customers, his fear concerning 
which is that he cannotat this inclement 
if ia TMpowAD cB"PPOLFo AAV andy ss 
shops with facilities sufficient for his trade. 
Ho stated also thattwo other bakers— 
Messrs. Dickens and Greatrix—had offered 
him the use of their shops, for which 
offer he felt very thankful, and whose 
generosity is certainly worthy of all praise. 

The origin of the fira is unknown, but 
there seems to be reason for believing that 
it was the work of an incendiary. On the 
afternoon of Wednesday the fires were 
drawn from the ovens, which were to have 
had some slight repairs on Thursday, con- 
sequently there was no work done in the 
establishment on Wednesday night. Mr, 
Win. Legate visited the bakery at about 
10:30 on Wednesday night, and there was 
no sign of fire then, hence there is ground 
for the belief that the premises were fired 
by an incendiary. 

There is general sympathy with Mr, 
Hambly in his heavy loss, and we hope 
that should the fire haye been caused by 
an incendiary the offender may be discov- 
ered and punished as the law provides.

To Bit a Colt, 


The true way to bit a colt is not to bit 
him at all; that is, let him bit himself.

Vhe Mineral! Resoures of North 
Hastings. 


To the Editor of the Intelligencer. 

H1n,—The question of the day is, in regard 
tothe above subject, how is it best to de 
velop the vast mineral resources of the back 
Here it is evident beyond any 
quostion whatever, that all the prosperity, 
business, and wealth, that a country teeming 
with minerals presents, only waita a little on- 
terprise to rvpidly convert the wholo region 
into ono of the most busy portions of the 
globe, and the question as to how it can be- 
done is very easy of solution, 

‘That there exist the precious motals scat. 
tered throughout tho district need not be 
doubted, secing that they are found in paying 
qaantities all along its southern odge, that is 
to say, through Marmora, Madoc, Elzevir, 
Kaladar, &c., and that tho same features of 
rock and strata presents themselves north, 
only more exposed and broken up, and hence 
presenting an casier fiold for discovery. Pro- 
mising deposits of lead, copper, and other of 
the softer metals, aro constantly being met 
with by mere accident, and samples when 
takon away and shown to persons supposed 
to be influential in Canada are just looked 
upon with perfect indifterence, or with a very 
qualified remark, that ‘‘perhaps they may be 
if rome use sometime.” Then again in regard 
to tho most valuable motal of all, iron. Tho 
deposits of this are there is no doubt simply 
unbounded, and that of a quality inferior to 
none in the world, as somo samplos from this 
district on view at the Paris great Exhibition 
wore pronounced to be the best known. The 
iron manufacturers from the United States aro 
fast becoming aware of the fact, and Madoc 
is rapidly assuming the character of a busy 
place from tho demand thero is for tho ore of 
the one or two deposits opened up within the 
radius of its railway, the traffic on which line 
ia daily increasing, and adding wealth and 
importance to the neighborhood. 

Without intending to give umbrage to the 
patriotism or self-love of the Canadians, we 
do not believe there exists a people who are 
more indifferent to their own natural advan- 
tages ; their proclivities ‘‘ are concentered all 
in eelf,” in borrowed capital and large interest 


ashes to their manure heaps, all of which 
would add valuo to the manure for wheat 
or any other crops. 

The farmer who sells his asbes for 10 
cents per bushol is actually throwing away 
50 eta. worth of valuable manure or top 
dressing for his grain or hay fields, and the 
same may bo said of leached ashes. Why 
is it that all the leached ashes at Belleville 
are bought up by Americans and taken in 
canal boats across tho lake and down the 
canal to Schenectady and Albany, and 
thence by rail for hundreds of miles! But 
for the fact that they sell at high prices 
amongst the farmers for manure, while here 
our farmers hardly ever think of using 
them 

Salt is another excellent fertilizer, and 
would have an excellent effect when sown 
upon wheat and meadow lands, while the 
advantage fram hothashos aud salt would 
be to diminish, if not wholly to destroy,the 
fly, the grab, as well es other insects that 
injure the wheat and other grain. 

Plaster is good manure for loamy or 
sandy land, but not forclayland. Plaster 
being ground stone has a tendency to make 
our clay lands harder, and in my opinion 
should not be used, For hard clay lands I 
would recommend pine saw dust as an ox- 
cellent fertilizer, and as manure it will last 
the longest. It will nut only keop the land 
moist and free from hardnoss in ploughing, 
but the turpentine that isin the saw-dust 
will be an excellent preventative against 
the fly, &c, Ashes and salt would also be 
beneticial on clay lands. 

Another thing, farmers who wish to save 
allthe manure possible for their land 
should not allow their cattlo, sheep, or pigs 
to run at large, but keep them in pasture 
fields, and thereby save all the drop for 
the benefit of the land. Farmers who al- 
low their stock to live upon the roads lose 
much by their negligence as well as cause 
annoyance to travellers. 

Again, all the bones from the beef, pork 
ete., used by the family, should be utilized 
by being broken up fine, if not dissolved 
and made into compost,and should be used 
as manure either on the wheat fields or 
vegetable gardens. This would pay the 
farmer much better than to allow them to 
go to waste. 

There is another manure which no doubt 
will soon come into use, that is Super-Phos- 
eat Our country abounds in Phosphate 

ede, and it will not be long before it will 
come into use amongst us, and no doubt 
will be found as beneficial here as a ferti- 
lizer as it is in England. 

I will now close by stating I can see no 
good reason why our farmers may not work 
wp their wheat crops to the average of the 

‘nglish farmer, or nearly so; or up to tho 
yield of our wheat crops sixty years ago, 
when 25 to 30 bushels yield to the acre was 
the common standard, and in some in- 


on money, and beyond the immediate sphere 
of their limited personal concerns they cannot 
step, hence any good thing of any conse, 
quence, such aslumber or minerals, is in the 
hando of Englishmen and Americans, whose 
superior energies pounce upon all the more 
valuable productions, and just leave the Cava- 
diana the mere refuse, with which they seem 
to be perfectly content. 

We wish that we could goad them a little 
so that they should become more alive to their 
own good, Whatisthe use of the Ontario 
Government accamulating the capital of the 
public to the extent of five orsix millions and 
investing it in paltry interest? Why not at 
oncs aid in extending the North Hastings 
Railway, amonget other enterprises, for 30 or 
40 miles farther north and thus cause the back 
country to be filled up with an industrious 
population, the greater part of whose susten™ 
ance would be obtained from the vast miueral 
resources waiting only to be turned into 
capital ? 

Tho writer of this article is now in posses- 
ion of communications, in his capacity of Land 
and Commission Agent, that state, “Let us 
know when you can get out the iron ore from 
your district and we are ready to purchase,” 
avd these communications are from Very largo 
consumers. 

THE RAILWAY, therefore, is the only

The Average eat Orop of 
Oanada. 


Woe reproduce the following lettter ad- 
dressed by Hon Billa Flint to the Madoc 
Review, because of the excellent suggestions 
to farmers which it contains :— 


To the Editor of the Review. 

I find in your issue of 20th August last a 
letter from A. F. Wood, Esq., giving. a 
statement of the production and average of 
whoat grown in various countries, (and in 
Canada, as taken from yarious statistical 
retarus, and in which returns are given 
more especially for the various townships 
in the county of Hastings, for the year 
1879, the average being about 11 bushels 
per acre, This small yicld, whon con- 
trasted with England, 29 bushels ; Prussia, 
26; Bolyiam, 24; and Holland, 19 bushels, 
should convince our farmers that there is 
something radically wrong in the tillage and 
management of their wheat lands, 

Mr. Wood deserves the thanks of the 
farmors for his letter. I think, HONSTEN 
he should have pursued the subject stil 
further, and in a second letter had en- 
deavored to oxplain the reason why the 
yield of wheat in this county 18 80 far be- 
low the average of England and other 
countrios, as there is no good reason why 
our farmers should not be ablo to produce 
on an average 20 to 25 bushels of wheat to 
the acre. 

Tam not much of a farmer, but having 
takon knowledgo of what I havo seen, I 
have long ago come to the conclusion that 
tho groat trouble is,our farmors try to work 
too much land. If instead of (as many do) 
taking their best land for barley, they would 
sow it with wheat, and instead of trying to

Coo, 
latoly published in the Globe. Whilst wo 
do not agree with all that is said by the 
writers in question, their suggestions are 
given as worthy of the most careful con- 
sideration. The hint which Mr, Coe gives 
to the Ontario Government is an excellent 
‘one, and we hope will be acted upon, as al- 
though they have liberally aided the line 
no far aa it has.gone, a specially large grant 
ought to be given to its extension towards 
the free grant territories, the moro parti- 
oularly as by so doing a vast trade in iron 
ore would bo developed. 

Wealso look to the Dominion Govern- 
ment for aid in this matter, as, until tho 
water route to United States ports is 
shortened by the construction of the Mur- 
ray Canal, the cost of transporting the ore 
must be so heavy as to seriously curtail 
operations in the iron mines. With the 


tion of the canal, a trade in the export of 
fron ore would within a very short time 
spring up that would largely benefit the 
whole of this section of the country. 

Tn the advocacy of opening up an exten- 
sive trade inthe export of iron ore, we 
must not be understood as abandoning or 
even losing sight for a moment of the still 
greater enterprise of manufacturing iron 
from our native ores at home—by coal 
furnaces at Belleville and charcoal furnaces 
in the vicinity of the mines, On the con-

Suddonly 
tho crash camo and sprawled half of the oo- 
cupanta of the room upon tho floor, In the 
saloon at the eamo timo a lady was playing 
the accompaniment to the glee ‘Soo our 
oars with feathered spray,” which was being 
sung by Indios and gentlemen In tho midat 
of the song the shock throw the occupants of 
the saloon violently from their soats. Miss 
Kiddie, of Kincardine, Scotland, was throwo 
acroas the cabin, sustaining severe internal 
On deck the scene was full of tor- 


injuries, 
ror; groups of passengers gathered, expecting 
every moment to be engulted. Towering 
above the vessel's prow was a huge shadowy 
mass of monstrous icoberg. 500 feet across 
the bows three tall pinnacles rose 60 or 70 
foot, Should ono of those ice steeples topple 
over tho fato of the ship and passengers would 
be sealed. Capt, Jones immediately rushed 
to the bridge, and his first words wore ‘* My 
God, men, whore aro your oyos!” He was 
perfectly wool, and at once gave orders to 
back the engines. As the ship wont back 
sho listod to tho starboard and dipped visibly 
at tho bows, while the icicle floated off like » 
great phantom ship. 

Feoling that the ship was sinking, caused 


sevoral gontlomon to request Mr. Pierrepont 
Edwards, British vice-Consul, to urge the 
Captain to have tho boats prepared, this he 
promised todo, and one boat was lowered 
aftor considerablodelay,during which timo the 
first officer descended to make an examina- 
tion, when he returned it was announced the 
ship would lie to during the night. Ex- 
amination showed the Arizona to be water- 
tight. The passengers assembled in the 
saloon when tho Rev. J. M. Ross suggested 
that prayors be offered. Hardly had the sug- 
gestion been uttered, when the paseengors

was sung with impressive earnestness and 
heartfelt sobs mingléd with chant, and tears 
stood in strong mon’s eyes, 

Great difficulty was experienced in launch- 
ing asinglo boat, which was lowered though 
the gea was calm, It was the universal con. 
viction that had the Arizona sunk within an 
hour after the collision not a soul would have 
escaped. The bow of the steamer was all 
smashed off, and the watortight bulkhead 
proved the salvation of the ship.

Mining in North Hastings. 


(To the Editor of the Globe.) 


Sim,—It will doubtless bo of interest to 
tho people of Ontario to learn that an im- 
potus has been given to mining opera: 
tions in North Hastings, sral valuable 
propertios having recently been purchased 
by loading farnacomon in Canada, as well 
as by men prominent in the iron trade in 
tho States, 

This is owing to the demand for iron ore 
boing quite unpredecented, coupled with 
tho fact of the quality of the output from 
the Madoc mines being superior to that 
possible to be obtained elsewhere. Work 
is being proseouted at two ming. very vigor- 
ously, and shipmonts of large quantities of 
oro to the other side are pow being made 
from the Seymour and Nelaon mines. 
There are other locations which contain 
large supplies of valuablo mineral on the 
surface, but which have not yet boon 
worked, although the proprietors are anx- 
ious todo so, This arises from want of 
propor transportation facilltios. Tho Belle- 
ville and North Hastings Railway rons 
nearly direct through a portion of the 
township of Madoc,and if it were extended 
five miles further would accommodate tho 
traftic of the following, viz.; Tho Senior 
Moora mine; the Wallbridge mine, now 
leased by Messrs. Cleveland, Brown & Co, 
furnace men of Oleveland, Ohio; the Nol- 
son mino ; the Hobson mine ; and the fa- 
mous Dufferin mine, also the Cameron 
mine, and the Feigel iron mine. 

If these were working they would em- 
ploy at the lowost ostimate 400 men, and 
they could ship from 10,000 to 12,000 tons 
per week, I know for afact that furnace 
men in the States are anxious to get ores 
from these properties, and stand ready to 
contract with large orders at good prices. 
But no orders can be taken, aa it is impos- 
sible to fill them, as there is no communi- 
cation with the railway except by teams— 
which method of transport is Yoth slow 
and expensive—resulting also in a great 
many delays on account of the state of the 
roads and bad weather, which would ren- 
dor it impossible to carry on a large traffic 
in an expeditious and satisfactory manner. 
It appears, at first sight, that five miles of 
railway is not a great length to build, and 
that the Belleville and North Hastings 
Railway people might undertake to do 
this themselves if it were to result in an 
increased traftic to their line, But unfor- 
tunately, so far as this branch is concerned, 
for the mineral mon, the main line is 
leased for a time to the Grand Trank Rail- 
way, who do not feel inclined to extend 
tho Belleville and North Hastings Rail- 
way, whilo tho proprietors say that they 
can only do this sosoonas they are in a

T have noticed by the papers that the 
Ontario Government have for the last few 
years inaugurated a practice which gives the 
utmost satisfaction to all parties—that of its 
members visiting personally different seo- 
tions of the Proyince, when they can see 
for themselves the actual requirements 
needed in any particular locality, as well 
as observe how far tho institutions under 
their control havecarried out the object 
which they were intended to serve. 

I think if some of the gentlemen forming 
the Administration were to visit North 
Hastings they wouldnot only be astonished 
at tho mineral resources of that part of the 
country, but at the progress that has been 
mado in bringing into marketable shape the 
large natural deposits of iron ore there 
found. They would then observe the nec- 
easity of some better outlet than at present 
exists to serve the wants of the iron trade 
and moot the demands of the different 
mino-owners in the vicinity of this rail- 
way.

Copper in Cape Breton. 


Oape Breton has long been known, ina 
fromal way, to be rich in minerals, but of 
late some discoveries have been made which 
Promise to result in more vigorous develop- 
of the riches of this metalliferous region 
than eyer before. At Cheticamp Harbor, 
on the northJshore of the county of Inver- 
ness, Messrs. C. D. Grant,of Port Hawkes- 
bury, and Mr, H. B. Hewett, an English 
miner, are stated by the Eastern Bzacon to 
havo found a copper location of remarkable 
richness, The mountain is filled with veins 
of copper, one of which they followed up ; 
it was but 4 inches wide at tirst,but widen. 
ed to 12 inches. Surface samples sent to 
England wero found to contain 20 per 
cont. of copper. An ordinary sample taken 
ata greater depth from those mentioned 
above was analyzed in St, John and yield- 
ed 34 parts copper, 28 iron, 35 sulphur,and 
2 silica, Capt. Grant has sont ton or 
twelve barrels of ore to Boston to be tested 
there. The copper mino is about a milo 
froin a rich coal mino, and quite near an 
excellentharbor. Labor is abundant and 
cheap, and no better location could be 
found for smelting works, and there is 
plenty of fire-clay near by as well as cheap 
labor.

Emigration to Canada. 


THE LONDON ‘* TIMES '’ URGES EMIGRANTS 


TO GO TO THE DOMINION, 


The London Times, of Oct. 24th, editori- 
ally, says : 
| It is npqussionabla that the facility for 
acquiring land in the United States has 
been the rain reason why our agricultur- 
ists have gone thither. The samo reason 
will continue to be potential in the cases of 
any who may now think of improving their 
condition by a change of country and of 
ionality. Liberal though the provi- 
of the United States’ Homestead Act 
ary), yet thoy involve on the part of our 
countrymen who profit by them arenuncia- 
tion of their birthright as citizens of the 
British Empire. This is a sacrifice even 
mcre keenly felt by most of them than the 
severance from the place of their birth and 
be,inning life anew in a strange land. This 
consideration has induced many emigrants 
to prefer the long voyage to New Zealand 
or one of the Australian Colonies to the far 
shorter trip across the Atlantic. The Do- 
minion of Canada has always invited im- 
mizrants, but, till recently, that splendid 
colntry had nothing to offer which could 
rival the prairie States of the Far West. 
AL. this is changed, however, and the emi- 
uront can now tind id Ounada as great in- 
ducements to settle there as Minnesota, or 
any other State in the Union, can offer, 
The Canadians, if more scrupulous, are less 
chorgetic in advertising their country than 
the citizons of the North American Republic. 
Ooaterminous with Minnesota is the 
Province of Manitoba. All that Mr, 
Andrews has said in praise of the former 
may be truthfully repeated with regard to 
the latter.

Ho 
hopped out with drenched wings and de- 
voted afew seconds to the re-arrangement 
of his toilet, unconscious or heedless of the 
rcoximity of tho female partner of the 
hostile alliance. She watched all his moye- 
ments, and her tail quivered in a curious 
way when sho saw him poke his head under 
his right wing, the ono turned toward the 
corner ; sho seemed to know that he would 
ropeat the eamo manauvre on the left wing 
nid He did ao, and she had him directly, 
Drawing hersolf up, sho poised herself like 
‘a durt, braced herself by contracting the 
roar coils, and let drive. 


A loud screech, a fow feathors flying, 
and a torrified bird darting through tho 
room like a blind chicken—causo und 
effect coinciding with shot-like suddenness. 
Tostoad of following him she roturned to 
hor favorite nook, Where she was soon after 
joined by her mate. The difficult part of 
the job wasdone. Three or four times 
the bird managed to take wing, staggored 
around in a circle once or twice, and then 
sat still.

APraine Fire. 


In an article entitled “ Some Features 
of Kansas Farming,” in the Scribner for 
Nov., Mr. Henry King gives the following 
vivid description of that beautifal scourge 


| —a fire on the prairies :— 


Noxt to calamities like that the home- 
stoader's wife told of, the great besetting 
foar of the settlers on the border—in all 
the new and thinly peopled portions of 
Kansas, in fact—is the coming of the 
sutamn prairie fire, which so frequently 
tmenaces their tracks and cribs, their help- 
leas stock, their stables and cabins, and 
oven their lives. Were it not for its own 
danger and power of havoc, this tom- 
Pest and scourge of tire would be a spoc- 
tacle of commanding force and beauty. 
First, you will catch glimpses of what you 
take to be gray wisps of haze away off on 
tho horizon ; particles deapen gradually, 
und gather into a definite column of smoke, 
black like a rain cloud, and bronze about 
the edges, Then the strango, sombre bulk 
starteforward across the prairie, and you 
hold your breath at sight of the rapid pro- 
gress of it. A mile intwo minutes is not 
an exceptional rate of speed for a fire once 
fairly under way. it halts an instant, 
you note, over a broad swale where there 
is standing water ; but it is for an instant 
only. The nextmoment it reaches the 
upland again and tbe dry grass ; and 
directly it grasps a belt of the tall blae- 
stem, and the flame leaps suddenly and 
madly out above the smoke, then subsides 
again, and the black mass grows blacker 
than ever, and rolls higher and higher, 
and you can scent the burning grass, 
and hear the distant roar of the 
firo—an awful roar, resembling the 
sound of artillery in a heavy timber. And 
it is so calm immediately about you that 
you do not so much as miss the ticking of 
pene watchin your pocket; there is no 

reath of air stirring, and the sun is shin- 
ning and the heavens above you are blue 
and placid. But the stillness will be 
broken soon. The oncoming cloud is only 
a few miles away now, and you easily trace 
the scarlet and terrific energy at its base ; 
the smoke begins to hurt your eyes, too, 
and the heat becomes heavily oppressive. 
And then, all at once, the wind smites and 
staggers you, that appalling roar deafens 
you, and the sun is blotted out, and you 
are in a darkness asof midnight without 
moon or star. It isan experience of but a 
dozen seconds or so this sudden plunge 
into darkness, though it seems an hour, 
and when you Jook out again you find that 
the fire has passed youa mile or more to 
your right, and is still rolling desperately 
onward ; and there in its track are charred 
and smouldering stacks of hay, andan oc- 
casional house aflame and tottering to its 
fall, and a group of men and boys beating 
back the onter line of the fire with brash 
aud old clothes, and sending forward little 
counter-fires to mevt it and if possible keep 
it at a safe distance. The creek may stop 
it and sinother it when it gets there,though 
such a hope has mere chance for a warrant; 
sometimes these mighty conflagrations 
in width, so swift and resistless 1s their 
momentum ; and asa rule they are ef- 
fectually stayed only when they reach a 
wide extent of ploughed laud, and have to 
yield, sullenly, for lack of anything more 
to feed their inexorable fory,

Vis't to a Pin Factory. 


A correspondent of the Evening Post thus 
describes the mysteries of pin making : 

“The pin machine is one of the closest 
approaches that mechanics hayo made to the 
dexterity of the homan hand. A small ma- 
chine, about the height and size of a lady's 
sewing machine, only stronger, stands before 
you. On the back side a light belt descends 
from the long shaf* at the ceiling, and drives 
‘all tho machines, ranged in rows on the floor. 
On the left side of our machine hangs ona 
peg a small reel of wire, that has been 
straightened by running through a compound 
system of small rollers. 

«This wiro descends, and the end of it en- 
ters the machine, It pulls it in and bites it 
off by inches, incessantly, one handred and 
forty bites ton minute, Just asit seizes each 
bite, a little hammer, with a concave face, 
hits the end of the wire three taps, and ‘ up- 
sets’ it ton head, while it grips it ia a count- 
ersunk hole between its teeth. With an out: 
ward thrust of its tongue, it then lays the 
pin sideways in a little grove across the rim 
of a small wheel that slowly revolves just 
under ita nose, By the external pressure of 
a stationary hoop, theso pins roll in their 
places, and as they are carried under two 
series of small files, threo in each. Those 
files grow finer towards the end of tho series. 
They lie at a alight inclination on the pointe 
of the pins, and by a series of cams, levers and 
springs, are made to play ‘like lightning. 
Thus the pins are pointed and dropped ina 
little shower into the box. Twenty-oight 
pounds of pins is aday’s work for one of these 
jorking little automatons. Forty’ machines 
‘on this floor make fiye hundred and sixty 
pounds of pins daily. These aro then polish- 
ed. Two very intelligent machines rejoct 
every crooked pin, even tho slightest irregu- 
larity of form being detected. 

“Another automaton assorts half a dozen 
lengths in as many different box all at once 
unerringly, when a careless oper: has mix- 
ed the contents of boxes from various ma- 
chines, Lastly, a porfect genius of amachine 
hangs the pin by the head, in an inolined 
platform, through as many ‘slots’ as thore aro 
pins in a row on the papers, Theso ‘alote’ 
converge into the oxact space, spanning tho 
length of arow. Under them ranaa strip of 
pin paper, A hand-like part of the machine 
catches one pin from each of tho slots as it 
falls, and by ono movement sticks thor all 
through two corrugated ridges in the paper, 
from which thoy are to be Jeo by taper 
fingers in boudoira and all sorte of human 
fingors in all sorta of human circumstances, 
Thus you have its genesis ¥

Billa Flint. 

Hon Vice-Chancellor BLax® was noxt called 
on,and was Warmly received. He atated that 
at a meeting the other night at which ho was 
prosent, he was glad to see the Mayor presid- 
ing, as he thought no one knew moro of the 
evils of intemperance than the man who 0c- 
onpied the highest position. He then ontered 
upon the subject with vigor, and stated that 
if there was any ono person who did not know 
the ovils of intemperance, he wished him to 
stand up and ho would discuss the subject 
with him ; but they all knew tho ovils of in- 
temperance. Ho then roferred to nations 
where the evil had beon working and spoke of 
the whiskey bill of Great Britain and Wales, 
which amounted to about £150,000,000 ster 
ling annually, He was afraid that if some 
measures were not taken England would some 
day come to grief as well as other natious. He 
stated that tho whiskey bill in Kingston alone 
was $250,000, and for the churches they only 
gave $47,000, Referring to the times when 
it was a common thing to slur a temperance 
man, he thought it was absurd, but that 
day had now gone. He then referred to great 
mon, including the President of the United 
States who were strictly temperate. 
Ho referred to the Finance Minister of our 
Dominion, Sir L. Tilley, with whom ho had 
an interview, and that gentleman would not 
allow a drop of liquor to be on his table and 
despite the slura he had kept his pledge fot 
years, They did not want to be like the 
man in the woods, when a bear came and 
pushed the door open he climbed tho rafters, 
but his wife putting her children behind her, 
picked up an iron shovel and struck the bear 
several times, killing it, Her husband then 
cried out, ‘Do it again, do it again, What a 
fight we had !” So they ought to apply this 
anecdote to themsolves and not be mere 
onlookers, He then gave some personal ex- 
perience of the use of stimulants, and said he 
had accomplished the same work as he did 

since he quit the uso of alcoholic drinks. 
It did not tend to make a man feel better, it 
was the opposite. Baron Liebig says thoro is

there is in a huge puncheon of ale which costs 
£80. He then stated the amount of poison 
contained in a certain amount of alcoholic 
drink and its deadly effect. He said take 
for instance the white of an egg and put it 
in a cup and pour alcohol on it and in a few 
minutes it would be sohard that you could 
roll it across the floor, the same with a 
man ; he takes one glass and a0 on till he be- 
gins to feel its effect. His brain gets harden- 
ed, his judgment paralyzed, and this was the 
reason why they wanted to shut up these 
saloons. In Sumatra they call it ‘‘nails,” be- 
cause when a man was seen taking a drink it 
was said he was putting a nailin his coffin: 
Some time ago the assertion was made that 
60,000 people died annually in Great Britain 
from the effeota of drink,ao they employed Dr. 
Norman Kerr, a celebrated physician, to 
compile statistics to refute the assertion, 
This gentleman, after diligent search, arrived 
at the conclusion that not 60,000 people, but 
110,000 people died annually from the use of 
alcoholic drinks, and so impressed was ho 
with tho factathat he is now one of the 
strongest temperance advocates in the king- 
dom, Let the members of the Christian 
Churches combine and make a grand strike 
and lay liquor low. He said the temperance 
men now had the ministers on their side, and 
he thought their experience coincided in that 
when they got the pulpits at work the walls 
of Jericho had to go. The medical men of the 
day give greatassistance to the temperance 
cause. He gave aninstance of a tradesman 
who worked hard for a living and wh? 
was also a member of a fire company 
and being called to his duty worked 
73 hours, never touching a drop of liquor, 
nothing but ginger beer, whilst the rest of his 
comrades had to succumb, This ho contended 
was owing to his temperance. He said they 
ought to set to work to destroy its manu- 
facture. In Sweden in 1854 there was no 
law against the sale of liquor, and there 
Were as many as 170 stills manufacturing it 
forthe population. It was destroying them, 
but since Jaws have been enforce] regulating 
the tratfic, there was a marked improyemont 
in the people, Jo Edinburgh before the Sun- 
day closing act was passed the number of 
arrests on Sunday averaged 779, but when 
they introduced the cloning law it had dimin- 
ished to 201. Ho then referred to a recent ox- 
plosion of nitro-glycerine, where one man was 
killed and what a fuss was made, but let them 
look what intemperance had done and what 
were tho people doing? He said God had 


condemned the drunkard and he 
wanted parents to drive _ liquor 
from the _ table. They should 


never touch or handle it. Let the children 
grow up without it. They should have the 
saloons closed, Thoy are the sources of evil. 
We should help our fallon brethren, take them 
by the hand and help them along. He then 
referred to the hotel-keopers and whiskey 
sellers, giving an instance of a hotel-keopor 
with whom he had a conversation. Thiaman 
said it was hard to give it up, as every glass 
of liquor sold brought four conte of profit, and 
in speaking to him on the subject he anid ifhe 
did not do it some one else would, Ho then 
roforred to soveral casos of intempsrance to | 
whiob he had beon a witnase in Toronto, and 
mado somo soarching remarks rogarding the 
same.

To Preserve Cider, 


= 


A pure, swoot cider is only obtainable 
from olean, sound fruit, and the fruit 
should therefore, be carefully examined 
and wiped before grinding. In the press 
uso hair-cloth ‘or gunny in_ place of straw. 
Aa the cider runs from tho pross let it pass 
through a hair-sicve into ao large open vea- 
acl, that will hold as much juice as can be 
expressed in ono day, In one day, or somo- 
times less, the pomace will raise to the top 
and in a short timo grow very thick. When 
little white bubbles break through it draw 
off the liquid through a very small spigot 
placed about three inches from the bottom, 
80 that the lees may be left behind. The 
cider must be drawn off into very clean 
aweot casks, preferably fresh liquor casks, 
and closely watched. The momont the 
white bubbles before mentioned are per 
ceived rising at the bung-holo, rack it again. 
It is usually necessary to ropeat this three 
times. Then fill up the cask with cider in 
every rospoct like that originally contained 
in it, add a tumbler of warm sweet oil and 
bung up tight. For very fine cider it is 
customary to add at this stage of the pro- 
coas about half a pound of glucose, starch- 
sugar, or a smaller portion of white sugar. 
The cask should then be allowed to remain 
in a cool place until tho cider has acquired 
tho desired davor. In the meantime clean 
barrola for its reception should be prepared 
as follows; Some clean strips of rags are 
dipped in melted sulphur, lighted and burn- 
ed in the bunghole and the bung laid 
loosely on the end of the rag, so as to re- 
tain the sulphur vapor within the barrel. 
Thon tie up ahalf a pound of mustard seed 
in a coarse muslin bag and put it in tho 
barrel, fill the barrel with cider, and about 
a quarter of a pound of isinglass or fine 
gelatine dissolved in hot water. This is tho 
old fashiened way, and will keep cider in 
the same condition as when it went into 
the barrel, if keptin a cool place for a year. 
Professional cider-makers are now using 
calcium sulphito, sulphite of limo, instead 
of mustard and sulphur vapor. It is much 
more convenient and effectual, To use it, 
it is simply requisite to add one-eighth to 
one-quarter of an ounce of the sulphite to 
each gallon of cider in the cask, frst mix 
ing the powderin about a quart of the 
cider and giving the latter a thorough shak- 
ing or rolling. After standing bungod sev- 
eral days to allow the sulphite to exert its 
full action, it may be bottled off. The sul- 
hite of lime (which should not be mistaken 
‘or the sulphate of lime) isa commercial 
article, coating about forty cents a pound 
by the barrel. It will preserve the sweet- 
noss of tho cider perfectly, but, unless care 
ia taken not to add too much of it, it will 
impart aslight sulphurous taste to the cider, 
The bottles and corks used should be per-

Three Months on the Plains. 


Explorations over 
Hither 


Regions not 


» Reported on. 


(From the Battleford Herald, Oct, 20.) 


In the course of s ploasant evoning spent 
with Professor Macoun we gathored the fol- 
lowing notes of big wanderings, which this 
season have oxtended upwards of two thou- 
sand “miles. The information is especially 
valuable as it relates almost entiroly to the 
country dying between tho travelled trails, 
and “hich is consequently but imperfectly 
knowa, 

_A\fter loaving Battleford in the latter part 
of July, Professor Macoun procoeded south: 
wont, and after a laborious but otherwise 
pe ‘sant trip reached the Hand Hills on the 
2th of August. The country south of Bat- 
tleford for about forty-five miles was found 
we)l suited fr agricultare ; for the romain. 
‘ler of the distance the land was very much 
broken, consisting of series after series of 
rolling hills extending from east to west, 
with their intermediate valleys gonerally 
fillod with small saline lakes or marshes, 
Tho soil on the hills was good, bat owing to 
its oroken character could not be called Ag- 
ricultural land, Water was abuodant, but 
no wood waaseenfrom tea miles south of 
Kattleford antil the Red Deer River was 
reached. Between the Red Deer and the 
Blackfoot Crossing of Bow River tho land 
was found of » hilly character, but consider. 
ably drier. At the Blackfoot Crossing he 
fovad that wheat, barley, oats, and all kinds 
of vegetables had been euccessfully grown 
thio year by Mr, French. 

‘The appearance of the unbroken land along 
the side of Mr, French a field was so dry as 
to sppear to forbid tho prowth of vegetation, 
but the breaking seomed to change its char- 

wr entirely, and the crop grown was very 
yool. The crop was on the vod, the ground 
having been only broken this year, 

From tho Blackfoot Croteing to Fort Cal- 
garry the land is generally first-class, ad is 
much better on the south than on the north 
bank, which was traversed by him. 


Calgarry ia beautifully situated in the midst 
of an excéodingly fertile region, as was we'l 


He states that though ho met many banda 
of starving Indians, and was often in camps | 
whoro food was s phenomenon, the smallest 
article, either of food or otherwise, was never 
taken, although his camp was often left un- 
guarded while he was away on 
tions; and when he entered the Blackfoot 
camp at tho Urossing, although there was not 
an ounce of food witoin its limits, there was 
no special importunity for food." Indeod it 
was only on the forenoon of tha second day 
of his stay there that he learned from Crow- 
foot, the head chief of the Blackfoot nation,of 
their extrome destitution. ‘Lhe chief pointed 
out a grunt Saroee sitting in the door of a 
tont, and said he had two children dying of 
huoger, and that numerous others wero in the 
ware state, Actual examination proved the 
truthfulness of the story, A little floar was 
niven in cach caso to alleviate the sufferings 
of the starving ones, and a promise given to 
Crowfoot that all their supplies except enough 
to take the party to Fort Calgarry would 
given to them in tho evening. Before even- 
ing, however, word reached camp that the 
batfalo wore coming, when there & scene of 
excitement, noise and confusion that defies 
description. Ina few minutes fifty men were 
in the saddle, fording the stream, and urging 
their willing stoods to still greater exertions, 
In the ovening six caccases were brought into 
camp, and a feast followed such as had not 
been enjoyed for many a day. Providence 
bronght relief to the starving camp, and the 
Professor thinking that they had enongh for 
tho present, concluded he would save his 
bacon for anothor time, 

The Professor states emphatically that the 
stories of tho disaffection of the Blackfeet, 
Sarcees and Mountain Stoneya are untrue, 
Tho two former tribes have been ia a state 
of semi-starvation for nearly a year, yet all 
tho time he was in the South he never heard 
of an overt act of violence or robbery that 
they had committed. Captain Denny, in 
charge of Fort Calgarry, stated positively 
that the Blackfeet and Sarcees, who had becn 
swarming around him all summer, never 
grerstepped the bounds of quiet submission, 
and although constantly applying for food 
they never attempted to slaughter any of the 
cattle grazing around them, See long they 
would continue to patiently boar their suffer- 
ings it was hard to aay.

urpassed by any place in the North- 
+ and this not on account of the superi- 
ority of ita grasses (as some would have it) 
but on account of its climate. The grasses 
foucnd in the vicinity of Morleyville are pre 
cisely the same as those found all over the 
prairie as far castas Fort Ellice and as far 
north as Battleford, The chinook wind that 
blows over this region belng both dry and 
warn, melts and evaporates the snow at ths 
vame tin that the grass does not rot dur- 
ing the winter, but remains fresh and nutri- 
tioux ; hence cattle keep in good condition 
all winter, and are said to be aa fat if killed 
in April as if they had been killed in October, 

The crops at Morleyville are evidently of 
lower growth than any yet seen in the 
North-West. Although seven degrees of 
frost, wore experienced early in September, 
it hed no injurious effect on the uaripe oats 
and barley—it did not appear to injure them 
in the least. Tho presumable reason is, that 
the dryness of the air prevents injary from 
early frosts. This fact tolls well for the fu- 
ture of the country. 

Virom Morleyyille to Hay Lakes tho Pro- 
fessor describes as a region of great luxuri- 
ance, and he believes thats belt of country 
at least one hundred miles in width oxtends 
eastward from the base of the Rocky 
Mooxtains, and northward from near the 
international boundary to beyon’ the Peace 
Rivor, which is equal in fertility to any in 
the North-West, First-clasa water is in 
abundance everywhere, and the surface soi) 
is black loam, occasionally with a large ad- 
inixcure of sand. All the land between the 
Hay Lakes and the Battle River on the east, 
the Professor pronounces to be well suited 
for farming purposes, as it is nearly level, 
with a sufficiency of wood for fuel, and an 
abundance of good water, 

North of the Neutral Hills and west of the 
Battle River much of the land is sandy and 
comparatively useless; but that lying cast 
of tle one hundred and tonth meridian and 
north of Lake Manitou, all the way to Bat- 
tleford, will yet bo an excellent farming 
country, aa tho land is Jovel, and the soil, 
though light in places, vory good. 


T'o sum up; at least eighty per cent, of the 
Jand passed over in suited fot prain raising 
Of Bactleford and its environs he says ; much 
has been said about the sand bills in this 
neizhborhood, but a carefal examination show 
that thoy only extend at their greatest 
width toadepth of three miles from the 
river, and that on some of their slopex'and in 
tho intervening valleys are many strotches of 
excellent land. 

Tho great drawback to the country south 
of Battleford is the absence of timber, No 
wood was seen from a point ten miles south 
of Battleford except in the valleys of the Red 
Deer and Bow Rivers, until the foot of tho 
Rocky Mountains was reached, and most of 
tho country north from Morleyvillo to Hay 
Fakes in altogether without wood excopt somo 
willow brush, ‘Chis, however,is oompensated 
for by the undoubted presence of unlimited 
quantitios of excellent coal in the greater part 
of this treeless region, 

Tho coal was thoroughly tested in many of 
tho camp fires ot the party. and found to burn 
with a clear flemo and to leave no residuum 
but ash, Coal has also beon used by many of 
the inhabitante of the Torritories with the 
most gratifying results. 

Bow River and the country on its banks aro 

tho most charming in the whole North-Wost. 
Tho rivor itself winds through a beautifal vale 
ley, its waters are clear, it is not subject to 
yrea® flood it literally swarms with vory 
fine fish—threo apecios of trout especially. 
Tho scenery around Morloyville is onchanting 
and although tho profossor disclaims prophot. 
io pow fio ventures the prodiction that the 
day is ar distant when tourists will {look 
thither to seo tho Bow River Pi and tho 
Rocky Mountains in thoir tranecendant gran: 
deur and glory, to breatho tho invigorating 
air of the mountain elopos, and to enjoy tho 
splendid fishing which thoatream affords, and 
the uxcitement of indulging in purauit of tho | 
wild sheep and goats thet abound in their 
alpino haunts in that vioinity.

The Battleford Herald of October 20th 
‘snys:;—‘‘Prof Macoun has this year critical- 
ly and carefully examined the country lying 
between the two branches of tho Saskat- 
chewan from near their confluence to the 
Rocky Mountains, and whilo there is un- 
doubtedly somo bad land, as there is in 
every country, an immonso proportion of 
it is of first-rate character. Tho specimens 

of grain and other products that the Pro- 
fossor takes with him bear out the correct- 
neas of his rating of the land, and are auch 
as will create no small surprise amongst 
those who havo allowed themselves to be- 
lioyo that nothing would grow outside of 
Manitoba except at afew favored points. 
To those who atill hold this ides wo refer 
an inspection of the Professor's collection, 
and also point to the position of Dakota— 
to-day recognized as tho best wheat-grow- 
ing region in the United States, whilo a 
fow years ago scarcely a man could be 
found bold enough to say that anything 
would grow there; and we would alsu re- 
mind them of the high character which 
experts in the commercial centres of the 
east have uniformly given to the flour and 
grain sent from the Saskatchewan valley. 
Let the land be good or bad according to 
any partioulor standard of excellence, it is 
immaterial ao long as it yields the crops it 
does, As the Professor aptly put it, while 
discussing the character of the soil in a 
section recently visited, ‘Call it sawdust, if

The following lotter,which authoritative- 
ly confirms our denial of the charges against 
Mr, John White, M.|P., and Mr, Mathew 
Hill, Indian agent, of manipulating the 
Indian lands in order to increase the Con- 
servative vote in Tyendinaga, appears in 
the Mail, of the Ist inst :— 


_ To the Editor of the Mail. 


Sir,—I have had my attention directed to 
anarticloin the Globe of yesterday's date, 
under the heading, ‘A Contemptible Little 
Guillotine, which it o! Mr. Matthow 
Hill, the Indian agent for this Reserve, with 
turning Reformers off this Reserve, to make 
room ‘‘for friends and supporters of Mr, 
John White.” As head chief of the Mohawk 
Pansy on the Tyendinaga Resorvo, I think it 
my duty to notify you, and through you the 
public at large, that there is nota vestige of 
truth in the article, and that every statement 
in it is falso in every particular, In the first 
place, Mr. Hill has nothing whatever to do in 
tho matter of leasing tho lands, Mr, Plummer, 
who is the Indian Superintendent, comes 
down from Toronto, and gives tho leases on 
the recommendation of that Indian who 
thas the particular allotment, and although he, 
(Ce Plummer), together with the Indien 

neil, has certaink ly the ee) veto any 
recommendation if they think tit, it is never 
done, unless the applicant is considerel to be 
an undesirable person to have on the Reserve. 
In the second place, at tho last leasing, more 
Conservatives than Reformers lost their {farma, 
for the reason that there is more of the former 
than the latter on the Reserve, In the third 
Bo person. has ever rented a farm on the 
rve from 25 to 30 years, as atated in the 
Globe ; and there aro yet many Reform- 
ers on the tract. Let the Globe give the name 
of one Reformer that has lost his lease, and I 
wil, to every name, give that of two Conser- 
vatives in the same predicament.

Mr, Editor, it appears that the Rogistrar 
since 1873 had mado the usual returns re- 
quired by the ‘‘ Registration of Titles Act”of 
this Province, and sofarasI can learn the 
late County] Treasurer, Mr. McAnnany, re- 
ceived whatever the Rogistrar paid him an- 
nually without any objection to the sum paid; 
but the present County Treasurer contended 
thata much larger sum belonged to the 
County, and hence the enquiry. I have pre- 
pared a statement froin official returns, most 
of which I was obliged to got from the returns 
published under the authority of the Legisla- 
ture of Ontario, and the County accounts. 
It is not casy fora person who is neithor 
Treasurer, Auditor or a member of the Coun- 
ty Council to get the information required, 
but Ihave no doubt about its correctness,

It will be observed from the above state- 
ment that the sum of $6,752.51 ia claimod as 
belonging to the County. To this sum I 
have added six per cent interest forsix years, 
which makes the total sum claimed from the 
Registrar $8,141.69. The question then 
naturally arises, How isit that the Registrar 
—(according to my contention) gots so far 
astray ? I suppose that the Registrar arrives 
at the amount payableto the County in this 
may: He takes the gross amount, and from 
this sum he subtracts $2,500, and retains 90 
per cent of the remainder, instead of following 
the grading soale of the Act. 

Sir, whose fault is it that this discovery 
was not made sooner? ‘he fees from the 
Registry office being a casual revenue belong: 
ing to the County, it was the duty of the 
County Council to see that this money was 
paid over annually,according to the provisions 
of the Act above quoted. The remedyappears 
easy enough. The 21st sec.of the Registration 
Act roads as follows: 

‘If the Registrar in any manner miscon- 
ducts himself in his office or neglects to per- 
form his duty in every respect, as required of 
him by this act, or commits or suffers to be 
committed any undue or fraudulent practice 
in the execution thereof, then such Registrar 
may, at the discrotion of the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor in Council be diamissed,and heshall more- 
over, together with his suroties,sofaras thecov- 
enants extend,be liable topayalldamages with 
full costs of suit to aay person injured there- 
bi to be recovered by action in any of Her 

jajesty’s Superior Courts of Record,” 

In addition to the above sec, 106 sub sec, 8 
of the same Act says the Inspector of Rogis- 
try Offices is to inform the Registrar how and 
in what manner he sball do any particular 
act, or amend or correct whatever he may find 
amiss,&c. Tho 21st sco,abovequoted requires 
the Registrar to perform his duty in every 
respect required of him under this Act, and it 
is ono of the duties of the Registrar to pay 
over to the County Treasurer each year on 
the 15th day of January moneys belonging to 
the municipality. 

I have been informed that the County 
Council appointed a Committee to confer with 
the Negistrar and that the Registrar proposed 
to submit the case to the County Judge for 
his opinion.

Hos Views on Tue GeNUINENESS OF THE

Lonron, Nov. 10,—At tho Lord Mayor's 
banquet at the Guildhall to-night nearly 
900 guoata wore present, among them Her 
Majeaty’s Ministers, the German Ambassa- 
dor, the United Statos caarye d'affaires, 


Lord Chelmsford, and tho Lord Justices. 
The Ministers and Lord Chelmsford were 
greeted with choers. 

The German Ambassador, in replying to 
‘a toast, declared that none were more de- 
sirous than Germany and the German Em- 
poror to see the peace of tho world main- 
tained.

Hor Majesty's Governmont was that the 
rovival was of a permanent and lasting 
charactor, . He thought that the official re- 
turns onstrated that fact, because they 
showed tho revival was not local, but uni- 
vorsal, For instance, the great iron in- 
dustry had doubtless ina groat measure 
rovived owing to the demands from the 
United States, but the returns prove that 
urchases of iron were not limited to the 
nited States or various European count- 
ries, but were occasioned by miscellaneous 
demands of our native industries. Every 
article of tropical produce had risen in 
yalue. Tho chemical trade, which was a 
great indox of prosperity, has been unable 
to execute its ofders. Tae riso in value of 
silver would, in all probability, relieyo In- 
dian statesmen of one of their greatest 
perplexities. During a period of unprece- 
donted depression there had not been a 
single meeting to oxpress discontent with 
the national institutions, He wished 
our brilliant brethern in Ireland would 
be a little more omulous of this example. 
Ho was at a loss to comprehend how the 
Trish people had brought themselves to 
believe that the best remedy for economi- 
cal distress was political agitation and 
social confusion. (Loud laughter and 
choors,) Doubtless there were portions of 
Troland where thore would be considerable 
svifocing if a remedy was not offered, The 
Trish people should romember that they 
never appealed to English sympathy in 
vain. It would be the duty of Her Majes- 
ty’s Ministers to watch the condition of 
Treland with the anxiety required by the 
situation. The Irish people should con- 
descend to remember that their harvest, 
though bad, and though they were much 
more dependent upon it than are the Eng- 
lish people on their's, still it was much 
better than the harvest of England, Ad- 
dreasing the Lord Mayor, Lord Beacons- 
field said ;—When I addressed your prede- 
cessor I snipped es the Government 
was contemplating large military opera- 
tions in Central Asia,, the object being to 


strengthen and render secure the 
north-western boundary of the Indian 
Empire, Th operations have been 


signally successful, and British influence 
is fully established in Contral Asia. (Loud 
cheers.) Here Lord Beaconsfield warmly 
eulogized Lord Lytton and the avenging 
army in Afghanistan. Referring to South 
Africa, he said the recent war there taught 
the colonists something of tho art of self- 
defence, on which they mustin future 
chiefly rely. We are about to effect some 
changes there which will contribute to the 
increased happiness of the population 
amongst which the colonists dwell. 
If I view the external relations gener- 
ally, I would say that notwithstanding 
Europe may be covered with millions of 
armed men, we have not merely hope but 
beliof that peace will be maintained. In as- 
suming that peace will be maintained I as- 
sume that no great Power would shrink 
from its responsibilities, Ifthe most ox- 
tensive and wealthiest empire in the world 
with a perverse interpretation of its insular 
character, turns an indifferent ear to the 
feelingspnd fortunes ofcontinental Europe, 
I believe the country is endangered. It is 
to such indifference I attribute many fatal 
wars, but if the power aud advice of Eng- 
land are felt aud heard in the councils of 
Europe I have a conviction that peace will 
be maintained for along period. (Loud 
cheers.) If opans deserts her natural post 
in the councils of Europe war is too pro- 
bable. A celebrated man being asked 
what was his policy, replied, imperium et 
libertas, That isa short programme, byt 
it would not disgrace a British Minister, It 
is one on which the existing Ministry will 
always ect. In proposing your Lordship's 
health, I shall this time next yoar in all 
probability have ploasure to congratulate 
you on your skilful administration. (Loud 
and prolonged cheering.

Great 
fish will swallow littlejones ; fancy Toronto 
and Ottawa, governed by Peterboro, 

The people of Belleville now look on the 
Grand Junction only in a patriotic way, as 
a Road yielding advantages to the country 
generally, Belleville incidentally, and the 
country botwoen its termini directly. 

There aro those in this City who never 
looked favorably on the project, but since 
#0 much has been expended on it, wish that

The Council met at 10 a. m. | 

In the temporary 
Mr. Aylsworth 
pro tein, 

The Chairman stated that the Wardon had 
this morning been waiting for a written opin- 
| iow from the Solicitor on matters submitted to 
hing last night, and that he had boon subpen- 
aod to attend the Court of Uhancery in suits 
affecting the County. Thie, he said, would 
account for the Warden's absence, 

‘Tho minutos of yosterday's seasion were read 
and approved. . 

Au invitation from Mr, R. Matheson, Sup- 
erintendent of the Institution for the Deaf 
and Dumb asking the Council to visit the In- 
stitution, was read. 

The communication was reccived and filed 
and the Clerk was directed to notify Mr. 
Mathowon that, owing to pressure of busi- 
nes, they cannot accept his invitation at this 
sossion. 

A communication was read from John J. 
Lundy and others, of Poterboro, asking the 
Council to join in a petition to the Dominion 
Government for the construction of tho Trent 
Valley Canal, and to appoint a deputation to 
provecd to Ottawa, also stating that the 
County of Hastings will be expected to raiso 

to arsist in défraying the preliminary 
5 os. —Reforred toCommittee of Ways 
and Means. 

Mr. Ashley submitted the report of the 
Jommitteo as to the building of tight board 
ices and widening the gravel roads to pre- 

vent snow dri(ts, The number of rods of fence 

built and to be built is 590, and the quantity 
of land purchased is 2 acres, the total cost of 
which is $508, 

The report was adopted, and the Clerk 
directed to have the doods regi-tered. 

‘The Warden came in and took tho chair, 
oxplaining that he had been engaged with the 
County Solicitor. 

Mr, Vankleek introduced a By-law to bor- 
row $2,700 on the credit of the absentee wild 
lands of the County.—Read a lirst time, 

Mr. Gordon introduced a By-law to “con- 
firm certain By laws of the Township of 
Hungerford. He asked that the County ap- 
point a disinterested party to examine the 
portion of the road affected.—Read a first 
timo. 

Mr, Sills moyed, seconded by Mr. Emo, 
fora return of amounts due on arrears of 
taxes by the various minor manicipalities.— 
Carried, 

Mr. Gordon moyed, seconded by Mr, Emo, 
for the appointment of the County Surveyor 
to examine the road as above suggested, — 
Carried. 

Mr, Aylsworth gave notice of a By-law to 
issuo debentures to the amount of $20,000 to 
pay the claims of the Grand Junction Rail- 
way Company. 

The Warden read the County. Solicitor’s 
opivion in relation to the Indian lands, the 
effect of which is that he is doubtful if pay- 
ment of taxes on such lands can be en- 
forced. He advived that their case bo laid 
before the Government. 

Mr. Appleby moved that tho Warden and 
tho County Solicitor be appointed a deputa- 
tion to interview the Minister of the Interior 
on the subject. 

Mr. Anderson said the white people who 
rented the lands would not pay if'they knew 
tho land was not liable, and he wished to have 
the matter settled. 

Mr. Lee moved that the exponses of the 
deputation be borne by the township of Ty- 
endinaga, 

Mr Aylaworth favored the sending of the 
deputation, as they might be able to effect an 
arrangement with the Superintendent of 
Indian affairs, The County was interested 
in the subject and onght to take steps to 
settle the difficulty. If the Reeves of 
Tyendinaga and Mill Point accompanied the 
deputation, those municipalities would pay 
the expenses of their representatives. 

Mr. Appleby said the assessment of the 
lands affected in Tyendinaga is $116,065, and 
the landa were taken into account in equaliz- 
ing the value of the township, 

Mr. Vandowatere urged that the Supérin- 
tendent of Indian affairs could not alter the 
law, therefore a deputation would be useless. 
It would be better to memorialize the Goy- 
orpnient to have the law changed, 

Mr. Ashley said the mattercould be settled 
by order in Council. 

Mr. Aylesworth atill held that a deputation 
should be sent, as they could inform the head 
of the Department as to their difficulties, 

Mr. Curry approved of the deputation. 
There would be great difficulty as to the 
schools, the trustees of which were bound 
to the teachers for the amount of,their salaries, 
which they could not mect unless tho 
taxes were paid.

Bickford, 
Toronto, Ont., Nov. 13, 1879. 
Saq., Warden: . 
Referring to our conversation 
of thie mi g, I beg tosay that I am will- 
ing to sottle tho whole matter in disputo re- 
arding the balance of unpaid County stock 
fer the sum of twenty-three thousand dollars, 
if paid to the Bank of Montreal within one 
month from date. 

You are aware probably that that Bank 
holdwan irrevocable power of attorney to 
collect $30,000 of the then unpaid calls of 
your stock, on which nothing has been paid. 

I willcauso to be placodin tho hands of 
your Soli , Mr. John Bell, a good and 
puffivient bond of indemnification to tho 
County against all olaima of the Grand Juno- 
tion Company or any of their oreditors upon 
such unpaid calls before I shall be entitled to 
receive tho twonty-threo thousand dollars.

However this may be, the 
County are liable for $20,000 principal upon 
tho stock still unpaid Understanding that 
Bickford offers to nettle for $23,000 in full 
on the stock, with interest, Mr. Bell states 
that if the matter were hia own, looking at 
the whole of the circumstances, he would, if 
he would not do better, accopt Mr. Bickford’s 
offer. He has also little doubt that evidence 
could be obtainod to show that Bickford was 
satisfied to have the settlement made at the 
time it was mado, with the view of avoiding 
theso que that were then raised as to 
the County's liability at all, In any case, the 
anty would hayo to make provision im- 
ately for the amount, because other suits 
\d probably be entered at once, enough in 
fact to cover the balance. Therefore steps 
should be taken to meet tho whole matter 
immodiately, by the appointment of a com- 
mittee or otherwise. 
Mr. Aylaworth, after stating tho fact in re- 
gard to their position in the matter, he 
understood that the road wasfound to bo a 
great public convenience, and wonld be now 
‘or all time, ‘They wore now called upon to 
pay up their stock, and believing itte be in 
tho interest of the County to accept the 
proposition of Mr. Bickford, which though 
not eo liboral as he had hoped, might yet be 
regarded as fair, He moved, seconded by 
Dr, Parker that in view of the notice from 
the Grand Junction Railway Company call- 
ing for the balance of County Stock, and of 
the County Solicitor’s opinion laid before the 
Council, we hereby authorize His Honor 
the Warden and the Couuty Treasurer to 
raise on the credit of this County the sum of

‘Tho Warden suggested the appointment of 
a Committee, with power to act, if on the 
report of an engineer they found it necessary 
to renew the bridge. 

Mr. Leo was willing to accept this sug- 
gestion. F 

After a longthy conversation, tho suggestion 
was mado by Mr. Kavanagh that an engineor 
be sent to examine the bridge and report at 
the next session of the Council. 

Mr, Weese moved to lay the motion over 
till the next session. 

Mr. Aylsworth moved that his Warden 
and an engineer examine tho bridge,and have 
the evgineer’s report submitted to the noxt 
meoting of the Council. Tho Warden would 
understand that he could have necessary ro- 
pairs mado, 

Mr. Lee withdrew the resolution, but pro- 
tested that the bridge is unsafe, and spoke 
strongly against tho building of the bridge 
during the summer, 

Mr. Aylsworth’s motion was carriod. 

Committee rose, roportod progress and ask- 
od leave to sit again. —Granted. 

Council adjourned till to-morrow morning at 
10 o'clock,

Lorillard will try to got back the $1,000 duty, 
on the ground the cup is, in the proper sense 
of the word, a memorial, and as such, like 
prize medals, is entitled to free entry,

Agitation in Ireland. 


[By Cable to the Mail.) 


Lonpon, Noy. 14, 

A Dublin despatch states that the Colon- 
el commanding the sixty-seventh regiment, 
stationed at Birr, has been anonymously 
notified that the barracks were to be attack- 
ed by a large force of anti-renters,and that 
4n attempt would be made to explode the 
magazine. Much excitement was produced 
among the garrison by this startling intelli- 
gence and immediately precautions 
were taken to guard against surprise, 
and reinforcements were telegraphed 
for. The danger, if thera really is any, is 
supposed to proceed from some organized 
bands of malcontents, who have recently 
been ongaged in burning the barns of such 
farmers as refused to take part in the de- 
monatrations against the land agents, The 
leaders and orators of the Parnell move- 
ment deny any knowledge of the matter, 
and affirm that they have no sympathy 
with violent measures. Birr, or Parsone- 
town, is a market town in the parish of the 
same name in the county of Leinster, and 
is about 60 miles south-west of Dublin. It 
is a woll built town witha castle belonging 
to the Earl of Rose, under whose proprie- 
torship the modern town has risen into its 
Present prosperous condition. Birr has a 
Population of about 6,000, 


Ravages or CHouera.-The Paris Temps 
gives some particulars of the ravages of cholera 
in Japan. The epidemic appeared last April 
in the district of Ehime, where the tombs of 
soldiers who fell victims to it in 1877 bad 
been opened, partly for religious rites, and 
partly for the more becoming interment of 
men hastily buried during the war. In a 
week 45 out of 65 cases proved fatal. It ox. 
tended to other points, and at Osaka it is not 
Uncommon to see persons fall down in the 
Streets, struck by it, In July it was reported 
at Tokio, the capital, and also at Yokohama, 
and in some western towns, tho epidemic has 
assumed formidable proportions. Up to Aug. 
ust 17, the total number of cases of cholera 
throughout Japan was 76,598, of which 41,- 
915 had provod fatal, 9,789 had recovered,and 
tho remainder were still under treatment, Up 
to the ond of Soptomber the number had 
reached 100,000, The Government has exert- 
ed itself to the utmost by establishing hospi- 
tals, forbidding tho sale of unripe fruit, (which 
the Japanese are accustomed to eat,) and 
quarantine regulations, Thoso last were dis- 
rogarded by forciga vessels, and tho result is 
that the cholera has extendod overywhere, 
sothat thero are no longer quarantinos of 


lazzarettos, forno purpose would be served

He spent thirty yoars in travelling from place 
to place, studying tho habits, games and re- 
creations of children, and perfecting his noble 
aystom, Its aim is to judiciously develop the 
| physical nature, and the mental, moral and 
intellectual faculties, 
expression of the child's individuality is ep, 
couraged and he is lod onward and upward to 


fallen uuder its influence. Children learn a 
groat deal in thé first three yeara of their life, 
as in that timo they not only acquire a know- 
ledge of familiar things around them, but 
actually learn to speak their language. Our 
school system is dofective in not having pro- 
vided for the proper training of the infant 
classes in our schools, Froebel’s idea was to 
carry on the sam» system of education that 
Divine Wisdom had founded, that is, the 
system by which the child has already ac- 
quired its information, by direoting ita games 
and recreations in a proper channel, and 
making them methods of instruction. He 
studied the calisthenics of different nations 
and embodied the best of them in their games. 
From twenty-five to thirty children from 
three to soven yoara of age are placed under 
the care of one lady, who thoroughly under- 
stands children, and who leads and directs 
the busy hands and inquiring minds. Mr, 
Hughes then proceeded to explain the 
mothods employed in training them in habits 
of observation, order, &o,, the construction of 
geometric and other figures, designing, model- 
ling &o., and exhibited some very beautiful 
patterns and designs that had been made by 
children at the Kindergarten, He also said 
that the roports of teachers go to show that 
those who have been properly trained at a 
Kindorgarten make more apt pupils and in 
general better scholars than those who are 
not so trained. In closing he urged teachers 
and parents to employ more of its methods in 
the school room and around the home circle, 
and to adopt Froobel’s ‘Come let us live with 
our children.”

FOURTH DAY—MORNING SESSION, 
Fripay, Nov. 10. 

The Council met at 11a. m., the Standing 
Comsitteo having meantime been aitting. 

The minutes of yeaterday’s meoting were 
read and approved. 

An invitation from the South Hastings 
Teachers Association for tho Warden and 
Council to attond the lecture in the City Hall 
to-night, unler thoir auspices was read, 

Tho atatement of arrears of taxes duo by 
minor municipalities was submitted. Tho 
total amount is $9,778.22. 

Mr. Aylaworth presented the second report 
of the Public Accounts Committee, showing 
expenditures by the County Surveyor, whiok 
up to date have boen $8,441.46 ; that Mr, 
Dorland’a claim for chain be not paid ; that 
Wm. Houston be paid $1.50 per day since ho 
commenced work on Lonsdale bridge ; here- 
after a detailed statement of coat on jobs not 
under the supervision of the County Surveyor 
bo furnished to him in detail and 
aworn to; and that a further grant of 3500 
be made to complete the work, as $1,607 had 
beon charged by tho Treasurer againat roads 
and bridges which had not been charged 
through the Surveyor’s books, this was ox- 
pended in grants which no provision had been 
made to moet, and that thoy had not obtain- 
ed sufficient information to report theroon.

The Hamilton Glass Works which were 
closed for some time, have commenced 
operations again with fresh and brighter 
prospects. ‘The managers aro now giving 
their men 30 per cent. more than they have 
had for tho last three years, 

Messrs. S: R. Warren & Son, organ 
manufactarers of Toronto, are shipping 
their instruments to Manitoba and British 
Columbia. Had it not beon forthe N. P. 
these could havebeen supplied more cheaply 
from San Francisco. This firm now employs 
from 30 to 40 men, 

Mr, J. G. Ross, of Quebec, has received 
from Paris a contract for a million pairs of 
shoes, which are tobe made by Fortin, 
Contant & Oo, A new factory, to employ 
eight hundred hands, is to be built in St. 
Sauvenr. 

Messrs. Burrow, Stewart & Milne, of 
Hamilton, have raised the wages of their 
foundry hands 10 per cent, This is a total 
increase of 20 per cent since the advent of 
the “ N, P.” 

Tho Acton Glove Works are unable to 
Hill the orders as fastas thoy come. Al- 
though the proprietor, Mr. Storey, has now 
employed constantly 90 hands, he has work 
enongh for 30 more, He has $6,000 worth 
of orders now ahead.

HAvirax Suirments,—Among tho In- 
tercolonial shipments from Halifax on the 
14th were one car of sugar to Montreal, 
and one to Toronto, five cars of fish to 
Chicago, and one to London, Ont. The 
value of goods imported into Halifax in 
October was $473,310, and the value of 
the exports $329; 375. 

Tue Q. O's.—The Ottawa Citizen says: 
—That the Dominion Government will ro-

Benefits of the National Policy, 


About a year ago the Globe had it that 
the N. P. had killed off the woollen trade. 
Tho absurdity of the statement was recent- 
ly shown by Mr. John Hallam, of Toronto, 
a prominent Grit, who stated ata public 
dinner, that ‘the wool trade Inst year 
was disastrous to him so far as profits were 
concerned, but this yoar trade was excel- 
lont, It was, in fact, ‘‘ booming.” Under 
the National policy all our milla were 
whirling away, and our coarse goods were 
being manufactured in our own land. The 
tariff had almost made a monopoly. He 
was pleased in one way, because it enabled 
him to use upa great deal of low wools, 
and to import quite a lot that never could 
be imported before. Why, he had gone 
right straight into the enemies’ country 
this year. He had actually bought 100,- 
000 pounds of wool in England and Scot- 
land and sold it here at a profit. Such a 
thing was never known before.” 

Tn confirmation of this we have the 
following further facts; 

The woollen mills at St. Boniface, Man., 
‘are again in operation. 

The McIntosh woollen mill at Wood-

one month's working. If, however they had 
boon ablo to secure cara in which to ship it 
they could easily have shippod 3,600 tons in 
tho same timo. 

As yet no very definite idea can be formed 
as to theextent of this irondeposit. About an 
acre has been stripped, and ay yet the 
boundaries of tho bed have not beon discover. 
ed. At present the propriotors know of ita 
being 60 feet wide and 300 feet long, but 
how much further it extends and how much 
wider it is they are not as yet in a position 
to know, The pitin which they are now 
working is 60 fect wide by 100 feet long, 
working down toa depth of twenty feet, 
with choice ore on every side and very little 
lean ore or dead rock to throw away.

The question has often been asked, ‘‘ Why 
aro Canadian ores in such demand with 
American furnacemen ? As nearly as I can 
learn, it is not especially for mixing with 
certain other ores, as has often been suggest- 
ed, though of course as they are low in most 
of the properties found in “ refractory” ores, 
thoy often prove useful for such a purpose, 
They are vory desirable for manufactoring in- 
to Bessemer steel, an article greatly in de- 
mand just now for the equipment of railwa 
Among the good points shown by an analy 
of this hematite iron ore (this being believed 
to be the only deposit of tho kind of any im- 
portance yet discovered in Canada) are the 
following :— 

1, It is vory low in phosphorous, lower in 
fact than any of the Lake Superior ores, 
which have hitherto been held in very high 
esteem. 

2. It contains no titanium, which is often 
found in sufficient quantities in the Lake 
Superior oros to prove detrimental to their 
standing in the market, 

3. Itis very low in anlphur, which never 
enters into the composition of iron ores with- 
out seriously lowering their market valuo. 
On my arrival at tho mino I founda number 
of the Madoc people there before me, who 
had driven out from the village to witness 
the liring off of two large sand blasts in the 
stope in the west end of the pit, he morn- 
ing Was bright and warm as that of a pleas- 
ant April day, and the fast disappearing 
snow was revealing brilliant patches of grass 
aa groen as that of early Juno, while the thin 
mists rising onevery side in the warm sun- 
shino looked wonderfully like the bright blue 
purple haze of Indian summer. In the pit 
the snow had quite divappoared, but tho 
water it had left behind, mixing with the 
fine particles of oxidized hematite, had left 
nearly tho whole floor of the pit coated about 
two inches deep with a thin, somi-liquid 
paste of a bright vormilion hue, Tho miners 
and teamsters wero also coated with this 
vermilion dust from head to foot, till one 
could form but little idea of the original color 
of their faces, hands, or clothing. Though 
many of them were nativo Canadians, while 
others were born Cornishmen, they were now 
all ‘red men,” at least in tho literal, if not

THE SAND BLARTS, 


“Of course, old mining mon know all about 
sand blasts, but as many who read this letter 
may nee be aa sea a few words of ox. 
planation will not be out of place. ‘T'wo holos 
had been drilled down from the upper hao 
of ore in the west stopo the previous after- 
noon, Tho smaller of these was sunk nine 
feet, and was about eight feet back from the 
face or verge of the stope. Che other waa 
drilled thirty feet north of this, toa depth of 
thirteen feet, and twelve feot back from tho 
faco of tho stope.

Mines in North Hastings. 
SECOND LETTER. 


(From the Daily Globe.)

Leaving the Wallbridg 

ta mile and a half the south-west, 

pught us to the firat opening in the great 

rapgo of magnetic iron ore, and first on this 
monster belt comes the famous 
SEYMOUR MINE. 

Tho railway running northward passes 
along tho low ground or swamp just cat of 
this mine, which is opened at thocrest of a 
high hill, or rather the abruptly rounded end 
of along and lofty ridge, which curves away 
to the north and westward into Marmora, 
in situated on lot No. 11 in the 
om of Madoc, It was opened in 
by Uriah Seymour, the father of the 
present owner of the property. At that time 
# small quantity of the ore was taken outand 
smelted with charcoal in a little furnace 
erected in what is now the village of Madoc,

The relative pogitions of the workings in 
this mine will be a little difficult to explain 
without a diagram, but if the reader will bear 
in mind that the lay of the ridge in which the 
veins lie is north and south-cast, while 
that of tho railway is nearly north and south, 
it will enable him to undretand what follows 
more readily, 


Hoginning then at the crest of the ridge, 
over the present workings, the vein at the 
surface showed a width of 25 feet, and on 
beiag opened showed the usual incline or dip 
to the southward, and upon this work was 

running a leyel into the face 
of the hill about 25 feet below the crest, and 
stopping the vein down tg it as it pr.cocded 
westward, till now this working extends ab- 
out 100 feet along the vein. Upon this atram- 
way is laifl out to the dump at the face of the 
hill. This constitutes what is known as the 
south or upper working, it being next to the 
hanging wall, which carries a thin coating of 
slate,causing the vein to work off very freely, 
Year the north-west end of this working a 
shaft is being sunk, of which I shall have 
somothing more to say hereafter, when its 
mssion can be better understood, In the 
lower portions of thia working it was found 
that what was at first supposed to be the 
fooswall was receding while the vein was be- 
coming correspondingly ‘wider. Indications 
were found in the face of the hill below this 
supposed footwall and to the northward, and 
here a second leyel was commenced some 20 
feet below the firat, or 48 feet lower than the 
crest of the hill, This lower working is about 
nine feet wide by about 100 in length, tho 
lnst 40 feet of which bas been cut out of the 
first-class ore, Here the footwall has the ap- 
pearance of something more substantial than 
in the upper working, while every new shot 
at the hanging wall shows it to be rapidly 
receding proving almost conclusively that 
theso two workings are in one and the same 
vein, and that the body of rock which fur- 
nishos a foot-wall for the upper working and a 
hanging-wall for the lower one is merely a 
thin wedge interposed with the point down- 
wards, and that it will disappear in the lowor 
levels, 

From this lower or northern working rans 
the roain tramway to the railway track,whero 
by the moans of a cradle at the ond, its cars 
dump their loads directly into those of the 
railway. This main line tramway passes close 
to the dump of the branch line from the upper 
working, and is connected with it by means of 
ashort switch, so that when the railway 
cars are to be loaded tram cars can be run 
from the lower working and the damp alter- 
nately. 

Unly a short distance north of thie lower 
working needle attractions indicate the oxis- 
tence of an enormous belt of magnetic iron 
not loss than 100 feet wide,and sooneror later 
the vein upon which the present workings 
are made will, in all probability, be found to 
merge with this monster belt lying to the 
north of them and lower iu the formation. At 
presont, however, Mr. Pusey is making no ef- 
fort to develop this great north vein, prefer- 
ring to reach it through his oxistingsystem of 
workings if possible. To this end he is siuk- 
ing tho shaft before alluded to in the upper 
working.

The Huascar’s Last Fight, 


Later Partioulars of that Terriffic 
Naval Battle.

Tho Panama Star and Herald's Lima cor- 
respondence contains an account of the do- 
struction of the famous Peruvian ironclad 
Huascar by the vessels of tho Chillian | 
squadron off Mejillones de Bolivia on Oot 
8. This correspondence ia dated Oct 
“From the moment,” says tho writer; 
‘(when tho Chillian ironclad appeared on | 
tho horizon steaming rapidly toward the 
Huascar from the northward, whilo the 
Blango Encalada was ateadily pursuing the 
ram from the south, Admiral Grau porceiv- 
ed clearly that his ship was doomed, but, 
brave man as he was, no thought of surren- 
der entered his mind, and the wholo ship's 
compauy assumed their appointed stations 
for tho atruggle with a conviction that no 
human power could extricate the Huascar 
from such oyorwholming forcos as thoso 
prosented by the Chillian vessels, 

**At about 9 o'clock in the morning the 
Cochrane had approached with 3,000 metres 
of the Peruvian ship, thon woll in shore, a 
short distance north of the point of the 
Mojillones.. The Blanco was still a few 
miles distant, but was coming up under 
fall steam, Grau opened firo on the 
enemy with his turret guns, two 300- 
pounder Armstrong rifles, and the Cuch- 
rano carrying six guns of tho samo calibre, 
in casomates, instantly replied. At firet 
the shots were wild, and almost all passed 
over the object aimed at. Admiral Grau 
evidently desired to improve the short time 
remaining tocombat the Cochrane .ulone, 
and with tho fall force of her engines the 
Huascar sped against her huge antagonist, 
hoping to ram. To no avail, however, for 
the Cochrano, with her twin screws, casily 
evaded the shock, and turning in her own 
length, let the Huascar sweep swiftly by. 
Aa the latter, howovor, passod under the 
stern of tho Chilian, sho lot drivo her tur- 
ret guns at point blank range, and then re- 
turned to her former position in shyre with 
her prow toward the enomy, and hdr stern, 
the weakest and most vulocrable portioa of

tho ram, guarded from the Chilian fire. 
The cannonade proceeded without inter- 
mission. From the decks and tops of tbe 
two veassela the fire of musketry and Gat- 
ing guns was incessant, and on the Huas- 
car the effect was becoming painfully ap- 
parent. At 10:08. m., one honr’ and 
eight minutes after the commencement of 
the fight, tho Huascar had discharged 
her turret  picces twenty-five times 
against the Cochrane, the latter reply- 
ing with thirty shots. At this moment 
tho other Qhilian ironclad arrived on 
the scone and immediately opened firo, 
first’directing her attontion to the Huas- 
car's fighting turret and the Jittle tower 
near the smokestack which is the battle 
station of the comander. The Blanco’s 
guns was excellently well.served and their 
offect terrible, The tower was carried 
away, and Admiral Grau takon down be- 
low for the aid of tho surgeons, with one of 
his legs torn off, as is stated. While ho 
was in the cabin, a solid 300-pounder shot 
from the Blanco gtruck the ram in the 
stern, destroying the steering gear, and 
passing divectly through the ship, left a 
gaping aperture large enough for a boat 
to enter. This shot killed the bravo 
Admiral, his aid, Lieut. Ferre, and sever- 


al others. The Huascar was now un- 
manageable, and from the proximity 
of the enemy, aboat three hundred 


metres only, it was impossible even 
to fit up some temporary asteerin; 
apparatus, as theie musketry an 
mitrailleuses literally swopt the deck, 
Captain Eling Aguirre assumed command 
of the ship on the death of the Admiral, 
and tvok his station in the gun turret. But 
on this point the two Chilians had concen- 
trated their fire. The turret was hit by a 
heavy shell, which passing throagh a port 
exploded inside, disabling one of the two 
guns, killing Aguirro and all who wore 
serving the piece. The Huascar was now 
practically at the mercy of the enemy— 
ungovernable, and with half her offensive 
power destroyed, her officers and crew de- 
cimated, but the national flag was still fly- 
ing in defiance, and no one even whispered 
of surrender, Onptain Molitan Carbajal 
took the command after Aguirre’s death, 
but was almost instantly carried below, 
dangerously wounded. First Lieut, Rod- 
rignez succeded him, and a moment after- 
ward shared the fate of the Admiral and 
Aguirro. Lieut. Enrique Palacios follow- 
Rodriguez in the command, and although 
severely wounded, continued in charge un- 
til the end of the bloody drama. 


_ “Tho enemy had never slackened their 
firo, approaching sometimes within a bus- 
cuit’s throw of the ram, they potred in the 
deadly hail from their heayy guns, and at 
such close pee the thin planting of the 
Huascar, on! ly 44 inches of iron admidships, 
tapering to 2) at the bow and stern, was no 
obstacle whatevor to the 300-pound projec- 
tiles launched against it. Still, the Huascar 
discharged her sole remaining cannon at 
long intervals, as the very turret itself, only 
30 foot in diameter, was choked up with 
the debris of the shattered gun and the 
bodies of the dead aud wounded. Below. 

in the dark passages and narrow compart- 
ments of the ship, the scene was frightful. 
The dying and those who had perished were 
heaped indiscriminately together,and every 
few moments a shot from the enemy came 
crashing throagh the doomed vessel. At 
about 11:30 sho was in a pitiablo condition. 
The turret, struck seven times by the 
enemy's shot, was knocked out of shapo, 
and long since had lost its revolving 
power, ‘ho ship, without a ruddor, was 
at the ploasure of the Chiliaus, who, of 
course, improyed thoir advantage by as- 
suming the strongest positions for attack 
and injury. The forecastlo was complotely 
shot away, tho mast cutin two, and the 
mitraillouse inthe tops inutilized. The 
smoke stack and chimney wore riddled 
with balls, the propellor struck and fouled, 
one gun disabled, and, us before atated,ont 
of 216 men who wont into action, only 
eighty-mix wore alive, and tho majority of 
these hors du Five commanders | 
had succeeded each other in their perilous 

post. Throo were doad, ono grievously | 
wounded,and the fifth barely able to main- | 
tain his trumpet, Tho Chillians thought 
that tho time had come to close, and sent a 
boarding party to complete the victory. 
But the bravo follows on the Huascar ral- 
lied, and drove them back with loss, This 
was tho oxpiring ofort, Flesh and blood 
could do no more, Indeed, human vigor 
and bravery had wit!stood tho otoady 
shocks which had overcomo the iron bul- 
warks of tho historic ship. Again boarded 
the Chillians, and tho Huascac was theirs.”

In winter use for the hogs the same 
hay you feed to your horses and you will 
find that, whilo it saves bran, shorts or 
other food, it puts on flesh as rapidly as 
anything that can be given them.

| Good Prospects for the Com'ng

A 
great change in fact has come over the 
prospects of the place, and one could 
hardly fail to notice this ata glance. The 
mine and mill, which have not been 
worked with anything like system since 
early in 1873, have been leased from 
Cook, Williams, & Dean by the Wyandotte 


it wear a much more promising aspect. 

Though not sanguine of extravagantly 
rich results from the working of this 
perty, Mr. Macfarlano appears confident 
of satisfactory resulta, and while every- 
thing is being done that he appears to 
think necessary to put the working in a os 
proper shape, such as substantial timber- 
ing of the shaft and secure staying or pr 
ping of the hanging walls, he shows no dis- 
position to spend a single dollar unneces- 
sarily. 

Tho hoisting appliances are admirable,

Silver Smelting and Refining Company, 
and the work here'is under the sole con- 
trol and direction of Mr. Thomas Mactfar- 
lane, who representa the above-mentioned 
Compeny. Tho mill is being _ thoroughly 
refitted (at least so far as three of the 
batterics are concerned), and.anew Frew 
concentrator added to the plant. The 
principal change in the mill, how- 
ever, is the construction of a muf- 
fle furnaco for roasting the concentrated 
ore. This furnace is understood to be made 
on a design originated by Mr. Macfarlano 
himself, and he is very confident that it 
willdo its work cheaply, rapidly, and 
efficiently. The milling process, and in 
fact, the whole treatment of tle ores upon 
the premises, will be very simple. After 
the ore has been brought to the mill, brok- 
en, and passed through the batteries (wet 
crushing being the method of reduction 
employed), it will be rundown upon the 
Frew concentrators, where the quartz and 
sand will be washed away, and the sul- 
phurets and any free gold the ore may 
contain carefully secured. The product of 
this concentration will then be placed npon 
a drying floor over the furnace and left 
there till perfectly dry. Then it will be 
fed into the furnace or oven, but not al- 
lowed to come in contact with any portion 
of the flame, the temperature being raised 
entirely by heat applied to the under side of 
the floor and other exterior portions of the 
oven. In this way all the arsenic and sul- 
phur will be driven off in the form of 
vapor, but as there is no draught passing 
through the oven where the ore is roasted, 
the possibility of carrying off any of the 
extremely fine porticles of gold—in which 
the richness of this gold is said mainly to

dwelling of th» same character, likewise 
owned by Mr, Cammins and occupied by Mr, 
Thomas Creeper, 

After some hours’ hard work, the firemen 
rotired, satisfied that tho fire had been got 
completely under ; but at about 7 o'clock they 
wore again called out.

FINISH OF THE JOHNSTON-HARRISON MATCH. 
The interest that for fome time past has 
centred in the athletic contest between FE. 
W. Johnston and R. N. Harrison oulmi- 
nated last evening, Over one thousand 
people assembled at the Royal Opera 
Hause to witness the finish, 
Mr. A. Muiragain officiated as referee, 
and Mr. Frank Bawbeo acted as judge for 
Harrison, while Capt, McOorquodalo acted 
in a similar capacith for Johnston. 
Shortly after eight o'clock Mr, Muir 
introduced the rival athletes to the 
audionce, both men appearing in much 
better form than before. Harrison had 
lessened his weight by eloven pounds and 
showed up at 177 lbs., and Johnston had 
trained himself down to 165 Ibs. 
First on the list came ‘Vaulting with 
peed Johnston winning the toss, and 
Tarrison leading off until he cleared the 
bar at 9 feet 7 inches, Johnston bringing 
it down at that height but scoring 9 feet 
6 inches. This left Harrison victor by one 
inch. 
The wrestling match ‘Sootch back 
hold,” after a well contested trial of 29 
minutes, was decided in favor of Harri- 
son. 
The two athletes again came to time on 
the referee's call for the tinal event of the 
contest, and as each had scored seven 
pointa the excitement was intense, 
The fall was to be claimed on the rules 
governing Greoo-Roman atylo, and at first 
both men acted almost entirely on the de- 
fonsive. Harrison at length caught his 
opponent with a powerful back-neck hold 
which brought him first to his knees and 
then to the ground, but before he could 
avail himself of his opportunity Johnston 
recovered himself with an acrobatic move- 
ment that brought both men to their feet. 
After a protracted atruygle of 45 minutes 
Johnston succeeded in winning a fall, and 
was announced as winner of the match and

A NEW-FASHIONED TOAST. 

At the banquet given to Grant in Chica- 
go on Thursday night by the Army of the 
Tennesseo, Mark Twain was called upon 
to respond to the toast of ‘The Babies ; as 
they comfort us in our sorrows, let us not 
forget them in our festivities,” Mr, 
Clemens said: ‘‘Ilike that. We have 
not all had the good fortune to be ladies. 
We have not all been Generals, or poets, 
or statesman, but when the toast works 
down to the babies we stand on common 
ground (laughter), for we have all been 
babies.

No donbt there iva Browing feeling in the 
minds of the people of Peterborough that they 
would gladly seo progreas made in that portion 
of the road, which they have alwaya thought 
the most valuable, namoly the connection with 
Ottawa on tho one hand and with the Midland 
main line at Omemee on the other.

The Indian Question, 
To the Editor of the Intelligencer. 
‘onr Wars, 19th Oot., 1879 
Sux,--It was gonorally ortod, by the 
oastern papers somo time ago that serious 
trouble was anticipated with tho Indians 
in this country, some went ao far as to atato 
that * hostilities” had actually commenced. 
We at firat considered these accounts noth~ 
ing more or less than sensational reports 
started by some one with perhaps some 
purpose or perhaps not, for to a peraon res- 
ident in the country these rumors are no 
uncommon thing. The writer has not 
known # season to pass without somo report 
of the dreadful things that were to ocour 
whon “the gtass is green,” whon “ the 
snow flies,” or at some other time of tho 
year known to the Indians by the peculiar- 
ities of tho scason, ‘Tho reason given for 
the trouble with the Indians this time was 
the scarcity of the buffalo, and consequent 
starvation, Thero is no doubt the buffalo 
are rapidly decreasing; in fact t have 
now almost disappeared on this side of the 
lino. Thore is also no doubt that the In- 
dians were at ono timo lust spring greatly 
in want of food ; but as for a general out- 
broak or uprising of the Indians, thore was

never at any time any fear of such a thing; 
occurring ; and no one who knows anything 
of the situation over anticipated such an 
ocourrence. The opportunity, however, 
was a good ono, and was quickly takon ad- 
vantage of, for thore are always people who 
are only too glad to have a chance to alarm 
the country and if possible the authorities. 
Their reasons for so doing are very evident. 
They have an object in view and something 
to gain, and perhaps I am not going too far 
when I say 1 believe there are those who 
would be well pleased to seo au actual out- 
break. There are different ways in which 
such a stato of affairs would benefit people, 
consequently if the Indians will not be in- 
duced to believe that they should ‘‘ make 
war,” then the next best thing is to cirou- 
late through the preas and otherwise ill- 
boding rumors, and generally to create as 
much uneasiness as possible, to work upen 
the imagination to such an extent of friends 
“at home,” that they begin to think their 
**dear ones” are living in hourly dread of 
meeting a shocking death at the hands of 
tho rathlosa savago. Ic’s an old game, but 
still works well. 

It must not bo supposed that the Indians 
area poople separate and distinct from the 
reat of the population in this country, for 
the Half Breeds and Indians,as may readily 
be understood, are closely and extensively 
connected; and whatever others may say 
there is a feeling of tho strongest sympathy 
between them. But suppose arms are plac- 
ed only in the hands of persons lately set- 
tled in the country,would that be altogeth- 
er « wise policy}; Tam inclined to think 
not, The Indiansso far have been manag- 
ed satisfactorily undthe Indian Policy of 
the Canadian Government it will be admit- 
ted is acknowledged good. It is very sim- 
ple and has been effective, for the reason 
that the officials sent to the country haye 
kept faith with the Indians. They gavo 
them good adyice. Those who purposely 
committed an offence against the law, after 
its being explained to them, were promptly 
punished. They felt when they came to 
an officer of the Queen that they would be 
fairly dealt with in all matters, in fact 
those whom the Government sent to the 
country were not looked upon as task mas- 
ters sent merely to punish them, but as their 
advisers and friends. The result of the ad- 
ministration of Indian affairs in the North- 
Weat since the advent of the Mounted Po- 
lice is sufficient to justify what I say. 

The Indians respect the Police because 
they have confidence in them and because 
they know they have the power and will 
punish them if ,neceasary, but to arm 
bodies of men forno other reason than to pro- 
tect themselves against and awe the Indians 
is quite another matter. Will such a atate 
of affaira not be apt to create a feeling of 
distrast and suspicion in the Indian mind 7 
At least, whatever may be said to the con- 
trary, it seoms to me the occasion scarcely 
Warrants such astep, and at any rate in 
making any change that might vitally offect 
the whole Indian policy it should be under- 
taken with the greatest caution and only up- 
onjthe advice of those who are known to be 
disinterested and acting solely for the good 
of the country. No doubt it will be said 
if was comparatively easy to manage tho 
Tndians so long as they had an abundance 
of game, but what shall be done when tho 
batfalo are entirely gone? Will there not 
then be danger of trouble? I believe not; 
the problem will notbe any more difficult 
to solve then than it has been. The In- 
dians have been educated to believe that 
the Govornment has their interest at heart 
and it would take a great deal to 
shake their confidence in that belief ; 
in short, nothing but positive neglect 
or dire necessity could induce them 
in a body to commit any serious depreda- 
tion. The endeayoron the part of the 
Government to make the Indians eolf-sne- 
taining is no doubt wise and economical, 
but in the meantime (that is, until they 
are self-sustaining) they must be fed and 
perhaps clothed. That is the policy, and 
the only policy, forthe future Follow it 
out honestly and with the protection al- 
ready afforded there will be no serious 
trouble in the country. 


At this and other of the principal posts 
of the Mounted Police, large numbers of 
Indians congregato during the spring and 
early summer to be fed ; and I feel confi- 
dent that any one who witnessed their 
patience and good behavior under what 
must have been to them yery trying cir- 
cumstances, could not but have been sur- 

rised at their unformly good behavior, 
here is no doubt but the Sioux being in 
this country for the last few years have 
caused the buffalo to disappear much moro 
rapidly than they otherwise would have 
done, Insome people's minds this is a 
matter for congratulation, for it is contend- 
od that so long as tho buffalo lasts so long 
will the Indians refuse to settle down. 
They (the Sioux) would undoubtedly much 
prefer remaining on thisside of the line 
as long as they can got a living by the 
chase, but the experience they have had 
lately in not getting food as they required 
it, and tho possibility in the near fature, 
of having a gooddeal more of such ex- 
Perlonce prompts one to think that very 
shortly they will accept the terms offered 
by the Americans and settle down upon 
their reservations. ‘Thero may be a fow 
who will remain on this sido, perhaps be- 
cause their consciences aro a little sonsi- 
tivo, owing to their records hefore they 
took advantage of tho “right of asylum” 
offered thom in this “Land of the Groat 
Mother.” If this is tho caso it seoms to 
mo & noodles approhension on thoir parts. 
Lam auro no one will bo sorry when thoy 
are gono, for if thoy are poor refugees who 
Hed from a “relontlons foo" to the haven 
of refuge, they have boon a nuisanc in 
more ways than onw and Canada will in- 
dood bo well rid of thou

All along the 
road re deserted prospect holes and trial 
vhaits, whoso decayed timbers and rickety 
windlasses toll a mournful tale of by-gone 
of wild Jroams of wealth and loxury, 
and many a cherished wish that only gold 
could realize, all sunk in those little narrow 
pits, whoxe groen and slimy walls, half filled 
with black, stagnant water, hold many a dia- 
mal history of blighted hopes and wasted 
competencies.

comes in sight, Here thero was something 
of a settlemont before the first gold exvite- 
ment, a grist mill aud a saw mill having becn 
located at this point on the east bank of the 
Moira prior to that date.

the iron founder, of Belleville, who sold the 
boiler and ongine and otherwise allowed the 
process of dismantling to gu onto a considera- 
tion extent. More recently this property 
passed into the hands of Mr. Alex. Brown, 
who is now fitting up the mill with a new 
boiler and engine, as well as a new furnace 
for roasting the ore. These works will, it 
is thought, be ready for operation by the 
first of January, Itis tho intention of Mr.

Dean mines, which are iu this immediate yie- 
inity. Mr. Brown has on his own property 
two openings—one on the crest of the hill 
just west of the mill, whero there is a large 
deposit of ironstained rock, carrying more or 
less of sulphurets. It is said that this rock 
as it comes out of the pit yields something 
like five dollars per ton by the ordinary mill 
process.

The Sugar Question. 


That Canada is the cheapest market for 
sugars to-day, even the Globe will not and 
dare not deny, without appearing as it 
often has, especially on this question, 
ridiculous; thanks to our present Ad- 
ministration for a policy that has not only 
encouraged this great shipping and manu- 
facturing industry, but has given us honest 
goods at lower prices than the vile stuff we 
had to pat up with while a Grit Govern- 
mont was in power. Were it not for tho 
National Policy all kinds of sugar would 
bo even dearer to-day than they are, and 
our people could not help themsolves. We 

_said, long before the Montreal refiners got 
under way, that this would be the caso, 
and that consumers in Canada would have 
cheaper and better sugars than they had 
without Protection. But Canadian dealers 
occupy to-day that position which we 
hardly counted on so soon, namely that of 
sellors outside the Dominion, instead of 

buyers. Canadian refiners have boon im- 

porting and selling cargoes of raw sugar in 

New York, being proof positive that is a 

higher market than that of Canada, and we 

feel assured that the day is not far distant 
when hard sugars will be shipped to Eng- 
land from Canada. Canadian dealers are 
in a position to-day to ship sugara if they 
could spare them, but they are al! taken 
upfor home consumption, and not at 

“robbery” prices either, asthe Globe puts 

it. Ifthere was any truth in the Globe's 
statements about ‘‘sugar robberies, ” 

‘monopolies,’ &c., &c., now would be 

the harvest for refiners, as they can safely 
put up prices on white sugars fully 1 cent 

per lb, and not be above the outside 
markets. 

What must be the true character of the 
men who always imagine sugar retinors, 
cotton manufacturers, &c., are robbers.” 
That Canadian refinera have done the fair 
thing there is no doubt. They have pursued 
a paying policy, knowing that imposition 
would be sure to bring competition, and 
competition means the lowest living prices. 

* Then we have a West India trade, which 
means an export trade a little later on. In 
fact it has already begon,—ship building 
must increase, and last but not least, Cana- 
dian mechanics and sailors will get the 
benefit. We expected to see Canada pros- 
per under the N. P., and haye not been 
disappointed. We now have manufactur- 
ers and merchants who do their own busi- 
ness instead of transacting it through mid- 
die men in New York. This is asit should 
be. Canada is prospering, notwithstanding 
allthe Globe's protestations to the con- 
trary.

every dairy farmer and producer of butter 
and chooso may make tho necessary pro- 
parations, and lay ina sufficiont quantity of 
ieo to carry him through the coming aum- 
mer, wo give below tho Professor's desorip- 
tion of the erection of two different styles 
of ico houses, which we think is worthy tho 
consideration of our readers : 

A few dollars spent for lumber will 
make a house that will last for years. A fow | 
days in winter whon thore is comparative 
leisure, will afford plenty of time to sccure 
the supply of ico amply sufliciont for use 
during the summer,

Formerly it was considered that au un- 
dorground structure was noceasary to pre- 
serve ice in, but these oldfashioned notions 
have long sinco been exploded, as is well 
known by all who have tried keeping ice in 
a house orected aboyo.ground. Nevertho- 
leas itis often a mattor of economy to 
build the house on the side of a hill, and 
by this plan save some labor in handling 
the ice, When this plan is adopted, a hill 
sloping towardsjthe north should be selocted 
if possible, and the location should be suf- 
ficiently high to allow complete drainage. 
If the drainage be made so as to convey 
the water that may dow from the ice house 
into the bottom of a stream or pond, this 
course should be adopted, for this will pre- 
vent the admission of air into the ico house 
through the drain. Among the reasons 
formerly held that ice houses should be 
orected under ground were, that this plan 
preserved the ico far longer; that there was 
Jess heat than whenabove ground,and that 
heat was the chief enemy to the prescrva- 
tion of ice. Such, however, is not the 
case, for darmp is far more prejudicial to ice 
preservation than heat, It is believed, 
then, that ice houses above ground are 
much the best, 

Hor a cheap temporary house the follow- 
ing is a very good plan; select a place on 
the north side of some building, or densely 
shaded by thick foliage; spread a large 
load of sawdust on the ground: pile the 
ice on this bottom, building up a square 
pile, say eight or ton feet high. Then set 
up seantling, and build up a board honso 
around it, two foot longer each way than 
the ico, and fill in with sawdust all around 
and two or threo feet deep on the top, 
after which cover with boards or slabs. 
Bo sure to secure good drainage, 

Tf a permanent house is desired, tho fol- 
lowing plan will be found a good one: 
Make a frame ten feet square, of studding, 
two by ten inches, and eight feet high. 
Board up on each side, and fill in with 
sawdust. Shingle the roof, with a venti- 
lator on the top; when the ice is put in, 
cover with sawdust to the dopth of three 
feet. Bank up with dirt, which not only 
forms s drain, but cuts off all chances of a 
draught of air from below. If sawdust 
cannot be had, chaff or fine straw will an- 
awor the purpose, 


Tn all plans for the construction of ice- 
houses the essential point to be secured is 
the use of materials which are non-con- 
ductors of heat, The next important point 
is to scoure perfect drainage. 


A mode of constructing a permanent ice- 
house, in common use, and found very ef- 
fective in preserving ice, is os follows : Tho 
frame or sides should be formed of two 
ranges of upright joists, about six by four 
inches ; the lower ends to be put into the 
ground without any sills, the upper to be 
morticed into the timbers which are to sup- 
port tho upper floor. The joistain the two 
ranges should be each opposite another. 
They should then be lined or faced with 
rough boarding, which need not be very 
tight. These boards should be nailed to 
those edges of the joists nearest each other, 
sothat ono rango of joists shall ba on the 
outside of the building, and the other in- 
side the ice-room. Cut out or leave a space 
for a door of suitable dimensions on the 
north or west side, higher than the ice will 
come,and board up the inside of this open- 
ing, 80 as to form a door-casing on each side. 
Two dbors should ba attached to this open- 
ing, one on the inner and one on the outer 
side. The space between these partitions 
should be filled with charcoal dust, tan 
bark, or sawdust, which-ever can be most 
readily obtained. 

The bottom of theice vault should be 
filled about a foot deep with small blocks 
of wood or round stones; these are levelled 
and covered with shavings, over which a 
pack floor, to receive the ice, should be 
laid; some spread straw a foot thick over 
the floor, and lay the ice on that. A floor 
should also be laid on the beams above the 
vault, on which place several inches of tan 
bark or sawdust. The roof should be per- 
fectly tight, and it is usually best to give 
it a considerable pitch. The space between 
tho roof and the flooring beneath should be 
ventilated by means of a door or lattice 
window in each gable. The drain can bo 
constructed in accordance with the situa- 
tion, the only thing requiring attention 
being to haye it carry off all the water sct- 
tling on the bottom, and not be so open as 
to allow tho access of air into the vault, 
As to the gathering and storing of ice 
no directions need be given. In some sec- 
tions of the country devices for saving ice, 
which seldom forms, have been gotten up, 
but ica is saved in such largo quantities in 
the Northern States, and can be shipped 
at such comparatively light cost to nearly 
every locality, that 1 need not describe 
these inventions, inasmuch as they are 
practically useless.—American Dairyman.

The Border Marriage. 
A STORY OF THE GREAT GLASGOW 
BANK ROBBERY. 


CHAPTER I, 
TKOLOGUE, OR BIOUT YEARS BEFORE 


THY 


‘fwo scenes form the prologue to the fol 
lowing story. They took place eight yeara 
previous to the time when the real action 
begins, yot they constitute the spring from 
which one branch of the main incidents 
flow ; and as it willhelp the reader to o 
better understanding of the tale if we pre- 
sent them at the outset, we do 80 without 
furthee preface. 


Tr was a clear moonlight night early in 
the spring of 1803. The moon,nearly full- 
alone in & cloudless sky, and the rich effule 
xonce of her light made the stars pale and 
din.

Jundrance to aunion in the usnal way, 
Parties who felt it necessary to baye tho 
nupHal knot tied in haste or in secrecy, 
pariicularly those in such circumstances 
resident in England, had an opportunity of 
overcoming obstacles in the way of their 
happiness by crossing the border and pro- 
cnecing to such places as Gretna Green, 
Coldstraam Bridge or Lamberton Voll, and 
thove, by brief but binding form, being 
mace man and wife, and that jost as effect- 
ually as if the marriago bad been solemniz- 
ed by special license in the grandest cathe- 
dral in the country, 


No particular qualifications were requir- 
edin the high priest of these altars at 
which border marriages were volebrated, 
anid at the time of which we write the im- 
portant funotionary in t matter at Lam- 
borron Toll was by profession a blackemith, 
qu pg the forge in the Castlegate of Ber- 
wick On many occasions to bestow the 
noptial blessing with sooty hands and black 
bexeimed face, 

On this moonlight night in spring tho 
silver light shoue silently down on tho 
| white bars of the toll gate, on the tollman’s 
| house, and on the low-roofed buildings ou 
the opposite side of the road, where was 
the poblichonse in whicb the marriage 
ceremonies were performed. 

a\s the hour was wearing late the utmost 
solicnde reigned over the scene. The traf- 
fic of the road had ceased, and the tollman, 
having locked the gate, had also put up his 
wooden window shutter, closed his door, 
and returned into the interior—not expect 
ing that he would be called out again that 
night to allow travellers to pass. 

Late though the hour was, however, and 
solitary os was the road, it was at thie time 
that a pedestrian might have been seen 
walking on the highway from Berwick to- 
wards the toll. He was a middle aged man, 
as was easily discernible in the moonlight, 
which revealed hia form and features dis- 
tinctly. He was stout-made,somewhat un- 
dersized, and was clad in blue cloth cap, 
hlue jacket, and trousers of the same—in 
short, in the Sunday garments ofa _fisher- 
man, to which seafaring profession he evi 
dently belonged.

Through the up-drawn blind the fisherman

tance.

Presently the door was again openod,and 
the smith and gentleman comiuy outside 
beckoned to the driver, who lefé his place 
by the horses and joined them. 

Tho walkeron the road was now near 
enongh to observe that an active consulta- 
tion was going on, as if the party had met 
with some difficulty which they did rot 
know how to surmount, Tie fisherman 
having now turned the corner of the road, 
and being full in viow, waa auddenly con- 
scious of having become the object of vni- 
versal attention, »nd as ha came np on ihe 
opposite side of the road the mufled up 
deiyer crossed over aud accosted him.

Professor Macoun then camo forward 
amid applause and dolivered a very intorost- 
ing lecture on the North-West- speaking 
about un hour and a half. Ho said—I 
stand betore you to-night with fear and 
trembling — because so much has been writ- 
ton about the North-Wost during the last 
summer, that many people may think what 
I haye to say to be of very little importance 
eyery man coming to take a look at the 
country—and o great. many who have 
nover come at all -havoe been writing and 
talking aboutit. Letters about the great 
North-West have been written by those 
who have never ventured farther than 100 
tiles to. the castof this—and 
(Laughter,) They say it is a hard matter 
for lecturers to tell the truth alwaya—that 
they are expected to embellish a vood 
deal, and nottell the whole truth. (Laugh- 
ter, If I were delivering a lecture in Ontario 
and rather exceeded the facts I might 
not be found out occassionally, bat 
hero if I talk to you about the North- 
| West and make o mis-statoment, you 
will soon fad mo out. (Applause) My 
aim during my romarka to mht will be to | 
atick to the truth ; and [f I do not say as 
othora would say,remoember Lam aayiny ouly 
what T believe to bathe truth. During the 
past summer I have been out on an explora- 
tion which extended south of the loca 
lino of the O. P. R from the L02ad meri- 
dian right up to the Rovky Mountains. 
The line of exploration lay between paral- 
lel BL and the located railway line, and 
from the 102ad meridian weat to the Rocky 
9 | Mountains; and in making that oxplora- 
tion we had no special instructions We 
had only to report honestly what wo saw. 
Th verify aud olncidate our statements, 
we resolved to make a map that it would 
be useful to ourselves and others and we 
got one made—two miles tothe inch, If 
#pread out it would be more than twice the 
length of this hult—and it would not then 
take us all the way tothe Rocky Mountains 
oranythinglikeit. In going over that ecun- 
try I find that we travelled from the LOQad 
meridian duo west, though 134 degreva of 
longitude and more than two degrees of 
latitude, We wont 650 miles weat of Fort 
Ellice, in « line 150 miles north and south, 
Within these limits there were about 100,- 
000 square miles, I left Belleville lust 
spring on the 3rd of June, and to my as- 
. tonishment I came out here, laid in my 
supplies, and these with our party were 
transported 200 miles in the interior (at 
Fort Ellice, in the short apace of sixteen 
days. Comparing this with the state of 
affsirs prevailing three or four yeara ago, 
mede it evident that the country was 
progressing wonderfully. While in 
the interior [ may mention I saw a 
letter from 4 gentleman who com- 
plainod that the Assiniboine was a 
miserable crooked river, I have only to 
say that if the writer had beon a thinker he 
would have known that the very fact of the 
river being crooked causes it to be navig- 
able. Hv would have known further that 
there is no secondary river in the world 
which is not of the same nature—crooked. 
(Hear, hear) And though it may bo slow 
work to get there —we did not find *it so— 
next sprivg thonsands of emigrants will 
pour into the interior by that artery. What 
a boon it has beon aleeady—how many it 
haw 5a! from the misery of mud-travel. 
In connection with this topie of emigra- 
tion, let me hore say that T have spoken 
with perhaps one hundred men in the inter- 
ior this aumumer, aud to my qnery as to 
whether they were satistied with their pros- 
pects, every mon of themsnid they we 
and each one of them seemed to believe 
hai tho best piece of land in the North- 
W aughter.)

(Laughter,) I found a depression where a 
Jako had been, but which was now dried 
up and covered by a white incrustation,and 
what we took to bo smoke was only these 
saling particles tossed about by tho wind, 
No water was there—nor did wo reach any 
till fonr o'clock in the fafternoon, in the 
Sand Hills, by which time the last horse 
was hardly able to got into camp. Next 
day was the 12th of July—and of courao we 
were all Ontario men (laughter) oxcopt 
Matheson, who was from this region 
—we remembered that it was a memor- 
able day—and I mention the circum- 
stance merely to introduce a few words 
as to the flowers of the country. 
Throughout that region tho vegetation is 
differently arranged from any other section 
of the country. In the springof the yoar 
there are depressions where the water 
stands, and as the season advauces and the 
water passes away, the effect is curious, 
Aring of sedge grasses is suceeded by 
other rings of the most contrasted hues. 
Rings of yellow flowers, blue flowers and 
white spread out, circle after circle, while 
outside all—covering perhaps an acro of 
ground—we found a great mass of orange 
lilies, all in full bloom sat the time. (Ap- 
plause.) Striking out from there on the 
morning of the 12th the most excitable led 
the advance, beating on ar old tin pan, 
with the animals he led ond the cart all 
covered with orange lilies. (Loud laughter.) 
Woe reached the “South Branch in due 
season ; and I must here express my con- 
viction that you Manitobans who never 
saw either of the branches of the Sas- 
katchewan, and form an idea of them from 
your own Red River have a very poor 
idea of them indeed. Before reaching the 
South Branch we saw its banks towering 
up like hills, and when we got thero we 
found it to be 770 yards wide by instru- 
mental measurement.

while at Fort Garry, by buying a big tent 
noone else would buy, and waterproof 
blankets and canvas from the Hudson's Bay 
store. Matheson, the guide, made a boat 
out of crooked sticks, arranging the tent, 
water-proof blankets and canvas over each 
other,—which frail contrivance was Jaunch- 
ed and of course it let the water through. 

Ultimately the party got over 
in a day and a half by two at atime, one 
baling all the timo and the other shoving 
or poling. (Loud laughter.) In this specios 
of navigation the Professor said his rulo 
was to shove all hoe could, and whenever he 
found the water getting into his vest pock- 
ets to got into the boat. (Laughter.) This 
led the professor to narrate other hair- 
breadth escapes by flood and field, which 
he gave with infinito homor. He went on 
to say: Before I spoak of our progress after 
crossing the South Branch, 1 wish to men- 
tion this matter to which I wish to direct 
particular attention. I stated at the com- 
mencoment that there had been a wonder- 
ful lot of letter writing about the country 
thisyear. One of these lottors, which ap- 
Peared in the Mail of last Friday, is the 
est I have seen yet in connection with the 
North-West —perfectly straightforward and 
true, as far asI know, but tho whole truth 
isnot there. To many of you it may bea 
revelation when I tell you “that the 
writer speaks ot Duck Lake, Carlton, 
and Prince Albert, and speaks well of 
both the firat-named places, but then ho 
makes a curious omission. Between Prince 
Albertand Duck Lake extends a rango of 
sand hills which this same correspondent 
crossed, and yot hoe novor says a word 
about them ! Now the settloment of Prince 
Albert is all they claim for it ; but, all told, 
there are not 200,000 acres there. I deem 
it necessaryj to mention this, so that you 
Way have no misconception about the coun- 
try. tell you there is splendid land at 
Frifce Albert ; but I must also tell yon 
about these sand hills, [ saw the sand hills 
at Battloford, which extend along the river 
ata depth three miles from the front just 
as they do nothe South Branch. Indeed 
you cannot point me to the confluence 
of any two rivers in tho whole of this 
British North-West that has not got 
sand on the peninsula between the 
forks, Atthe junction of the Assiniboine 
and Qu’Appelle it is a poor sandy country 
fit for nothing. So it is at the confluence of 
the Red Deer and Bow Rivers ; so it is at 
the forkson the North and South Saskatcho- 
won,and wherever you find two rivers unit- 
ing. Now, he continued, I want to speak 
about the sand hills, At the head of the 
Qu’Appelle there are three ranges of theso 
hills, At the head we cometo tho first ; 
crossing the river we reach another; and 
passing boyond the South Saskatchewan 
We come tothe third. Let mo draw your 
attention to tho peculiarities of climate con- 
nected with tho sand hills, While we lay 
to the east of them we at times observed a 
black cloud rising in the west; but wo 
knew it would not come néar us because 
the sand hills lay between us and it, fencing 
us in with great masses blown up one hun- 
drod feet high. By the timo tho cloud 
reached the hills, it would bo partly absorb- 
od, and the remainder, dividing, was dis- 
charged at Princo Albert and other parts. 
At the elbow of the South Saskatchewan 
we found the driest plains 1 saw in all my 
travels ; and I havo taken occasion to men- 
tion these as well ns the sand hills to show 
that I purpose dealing truthfully with you. 
Boyond these hills wo passed into a lovely 
country, and what is more, a moist coun- 
try. Wtthin loss than half a day's journey 
from the South Branch, we passed through 
a lovely undulating region, Further on. 
wo reached a coal-feld, and pushed on, 
with Mathoson riding right and loft, hunt- 
ing for water, but finding nono. So wo 
had to camp without it
